North  Side  Turner  Hall,  June  29,  1909. 

The  thiitielh  annual  convention  of  the  District  of  Cook 
Liquor  Dealers'  Protective  Association  of  Illinois  was  called  to 
order  by  District  President  ex-Aid.  Fred  Rohde  in  the  North 
Side  Turner  Hall  at  2:30  this  afternoon. 

District  Secretary  Richard  J.  Kissane  read  the  official  call 
as  follows : 

OFFICIAL  CALL. 
To  Whom  It  May  Concern: 

We  beg  to  announce  the  thirtieth  annual  convention  of  the 
First  District  of  Cook  of  the  Liquor  Dealers'  Protective  Asso- 
ciation will  be  held  in  the  North  Side  Turner  Hall,  No.  257 
North  Clark  street,  Chicago,  commencing  at  1 130  o'clock  on  the 
afternoon  of  Tuesday,  June  29,  1909,  for  the  reception  of  the 
report.-  of  the  officers  and  transaction  of  such  business  as  may 
come  before  the  convention. 

Local  Associations  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  First  Dis- 
trict of  Cook  of  the  Liquor  Dealers'  Protective  Association  are 
entitled  to  representation  at  the  convention  of  one  delegate  to 
each  twenty  members  in  good  standing  or  a  fraction  of  ten  or 
more,  as  per  Article  in,  Section  3,  of  the  Constitution,  which 
reads  as  follows: 


"The  delegates  to  the  district  convention  shall  be  elected 
from  each  Local  Association  to  the  number  of  one  for  each 
twenty  in  good  standing  members,  or  a  fraction  of  ten  or  over."

Nominations  for  temporary  chairman  being  order,  Mr. 
Thomrii,  Greif  nominated  District  President  Fred  Rohde  as  tem- 
porary chairman.  There  being  ho  other  nominations  Mr.  Rohde 
was  declared  elected  temporary  chairman. 

District  President  Rohde  briefly  thanked  the  convention  for 
the  h:>nor  conferred. 

Nominations  for  secretary  being  in  order,  Mr.  Henry  Von 
Meeteren  nominated  Mr.  R.  J.  Halle  and  Mr.  R.  J.  Kissane  as 
secretaries  There  being  no  other  nominations  they  were  elect- 
ed secretaris. 

District  Secretary  R.  J.  Kissane  called  the  roll  of  delegates, 
and  there  being  no  contests,  they  were  declared  the  regular  del- 
egates of  this  convention,  as  follows:

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PERMANENT  ORGANIZATION. 

O:i  motion  of  Mr.  M.  J.  Curtis,  the  temporary  officers  were 
elected  the  permanent  officers  of  the  convention. 

The  next  order  of  business  being  the  reports  of  the  officers, 
District  President  Fred  Rohde  presented  his  annual  report  as 
follows : 

President  Fred  Rohde  presented  the  following: 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Thirtieth  Annual    Convention    of   the  District  of  Cook 
Liquor  Dealers'  Protective  Association  of  Illinois: 
Gentlemen — In  the  early  days  of  our  State  organization  it 
was  the  custom  to  present  but  one  report  to  the  annual  conven- 
tion embracing  the  joint  results  of  the  executive  efforts  of  the 
president,  the  clerical  work  of  the  secretary  and  the  legal  depart- 
ment of  the  attorney.    In  addition  to  this,  the  treasurer  presented 
a  detailed  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenses  of  the  organiza- 
tion to  be  examined  by  the  finance  committee. 

The  advantage  of  this  plan  is  to  consolidate  the  work  of  the 
year  in  as  brief  space  as  possible,  avoiding  the  frequent  repeti- 
tion which  must  necessarily  occur  where  the  several  officers  make 
seperate  reports,  which  becomes  wearisome  to  the  delegates  and 
is  a  waste  of  much  valuable  time. 

With  the  advice  and  consent  of  my  brother  officers,  we  have 
decided  to  dispense  with  the  several  officers'  reports  this  year 
and  return  to  the  plan  originally  adopted  by  our  State  organiza- 
tion and  to  present  but  one  report,  in  which  the  work  of  your 
district  will  be  given  to  you  "in  a  nut  shell."  I  will  therefore 
ask  you  to  give  your  close  attention  to  the  report  of  your  presi- 
dent. 

MEMBERSHIP  AND  FINANCES. 

I  have  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  steady  progress  that  has 
been  made  during  the  past  year  by  your  district  and  the  local- 
associations  under  its  jurisdiction.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
the  previous  year  was  a  most  remarkable  one.  The  Sunday 
closing  movement  in  the  winter  of  1906-7  caused  a  tremendous 
rush  on  the  part  of  the  rank  outsiders  to  get  on  the  inside,  over 
1,700  being  added  to  our  membership  during  that  year.  The 
storm  having  passed,  many  considering  all  danger  was  over, 
allowed  themselves  to  be  suspended,  begrudging  the  paltry  sum 
of  50  cents  per  month  for  the  protection  of  their  business  and 
themselves,  and  by  this  means  our  membership  has  been  purged 
of  the  "riff-raff,"  which  is  of  no  credit  to  any  organization,  leav- 


ing  our  membership  composed  of  more  honest  and  earnest  men 
than  ever  before. 

Our  total  membership  on  July  i,  last  year,  was 4,859

Which  shows  a  weeding  out  of  the  riff-raff  of 749 

But  to  show  the  true  numerical  increase  it  is  but  fair  to  strike 

the  average  for  the  last  three  years  and  the  result  will  show  a 

net  increase  each  year. 

Your  treasurer's  report  will  show  that  last  year  you  had  a 

balance  on  hand  of $12,145.22 

This  year 8,308.19 

A  decrease  of $  3337-°3 

Which  may  be  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  receipts  during 
the  previous  years  of  1907-8  were  greatly  increased  by  the  spe- 
cial Sunday  closing  assessment,  while  the  expenses  this  year 
were  added  to  by  the  exhorbitant  demands  on  the  part  of  the 
railroad  trust  for  carrying  our  delegates  to  the  State  convention 
at  East  St.  Louis.  The  large  increase  in  our  legal  department 
and  the  three  primary  elections  and  three  regular  elections  dur- 
ing the  year,  the  Legislative  and  State  primaries  in  August,  and 
elections  in  November,  the  aldermanic  primaries  in  February 
and  the  elections  in  April  and  the  judicial  primary  and  election 
in  June,  all  of  which  entailed  considerable  expense.  I  feel  that, 
under  the  circumstances,  we  have  been  economical  in  our  ex- 
penses and  have  good  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  upon  our 
success  during  the  past  year. 

In  view  of  the  great  rush  of  new  members  during  the  Sun- 
day closing  excitement,  the  last  convention  decided  to  increase 
the  membership  fee  from  $5  to  $25,  $15  of  which  was  to  go  into 
the  district  treasury.  The  result  of  this  was  the  sudden  dropping 
off  of  applications  for  membership,  which,  coming  to  the  notice 
of  your  district  board,  it  was  determined,  under  Article  IX,  Sec- 
tion 1-2  to  submit  to  a  referendum  vote  of  the  members  the 
question  of  reducing  the  membership  fee  from  $25  to  $10.  This 
vote  was  taken  and  reported  to  the  board  meeting  on  March  10 
as  follows  in  favor  of  the  reduction  of  the  initiation  fee  to  $10: 
615  against  60.  The  change  was  therefore  declared  adopted  and 
from  that  day  on  the  membership  fee  has  been  $10.  The  in- 
creased membership  greatly  retarded  our  progress  during  the 
year. 


THE  ELECTIONS. 

This  has  been  a  remarkable  year  for  elections.  In  August 
last  the  primaries  were  held  for  the  election  of  candidates  from 
governor  down  to  county  commissioners.  As  an  organization 
we  were  most  deeply  interested  in  the  selection  of  liberal  minded 
candidates  by  both  parties  for  State's  attorney  and  members  of 
the  Legislature. 

State's  Attorney  Healey  having  been  induced  to  assume  the 
prosecutions  of  the  Sunday  closing  cases,  and  after  nearly  a 
dozen  trials  had  failed  to  secure  a  conviction,  he  gained  for  him- 
self not  only  the  contempt  of  the  Sunday  Closing  League,  but  of 
all  honest  and  liberal-minded  people.  Our  members  almost  to  a 
man  went  to  the  polls  determined  to  defeat  Healy  and  succeeded 
in  nominating  Mr.  J.  W.  Wayman  as  the  candidate  on  the  Re- 
publican ticket  and  the  Democrats  nominated  Mr.  Jacob  Kern, 
who  announced  a  most  liberal  platform.  Sunday  closers  en- 
dorsed Mr.  Street,  the  Prohibition  candidate,  at  the  election  and 
proceeded  to  draw  the  line  on  their  pet  question.  How  well 
the  people  approved  of  the  Sunday  closing  question  can  best  be 
judged,  that  with  the  united  efforts  of  all  the  Prohibitionists 
and  great  Methodist  and  Baptist  churches  and  such  others  as 
could  be  enlisted  in  the  cause,  all  the  vote  that  could  be  polled 
for  Sunday  closing  was  43,173,  against  a  total  vote  of  343,938 
polled  for  Kern  and  Wayman.  This  decides  in  unmistakable 
terms  the  feeling  of  the  people  of  Chicago  on  the  much  vexed 
question.  Does  Mr.  Farwell  and  his  gang  need  any  further  re- 
minder that  they  are  not  in  touch  with  the  people? 

The  selection  of  candidates  for  the  Legislature  was  equally 
as  satisfactory  as  that  for  State's  attorney,  as  shown  by  subse- 
quent events  in  the  legislative  halls. 

In  the  spring  the  primary  election  gave  us  a  chance  to  settle 
some  old  scores  with  high  license  aldermen  and  at  the  election 
that  followed;  we  can  feel  well  satisfied  with  the  results,  as  so 
far,  the  present  council  has  failed  to  pass  any  prohibition  ordi- 
nances. In  fact,  no  such  objectionable  legislation  has  been 
adopted  by  the  city  council  during  Mayor  Busse's  administration. 

At  the  judicial  election  in  June  we  again  expressed  our  choice 
of  candidates,  and  while  we  failed  to  elect  all,  yet  in  such  a 
bunch  some  were  bound  to  fall  down,  but  in  this  as  in  the  alder- 
manic  election  we  were  able  to  pay  our  respects  to  some  who  in 
years  gone  by  had  been  unfriendly  to  our  interests. 

Much  has  been  said  against  the  defunct  primary  law,  but  as 
far  as  our  interests  are  concerned  we  owe  it  a  lasting  debt  of 
gratitude  for  it  enabled  us  to  get  after  politicians  who  had  proved 


unfriendly  to  our  cause  and  outside  of  their  political  Breastworks 
and  away  from  their  political  sponsors  we  were  able  to  place  them 
away  in  their  political  graves,  and  for  this  we  have  nothing  but 
good  words  for  the  old  primary  law. 

UNION  LABOR. 

At  the  February  meeting  of  the  district  board  a  delegation 
from  the  Union  Trade  Label  Association,  consisting  of  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Cigar  Makers'  Union,  the  Box  Makers  Union, 
the  Coopers'  Union  and  others,  requesting  that  our  members  in- 
sist that  on  all  union  goods  delivered  that  the  union  label  should 
be  used  on  same  or  the  package  in  which  they  are  contained  A 
committee  was  appointed  to  confer  with  the  gentlemen  and  a 
circular  was  sent  out  to  all  our  members  urging  them  to  aid  the 
union  cause  by  demanding  the  union  label  on  all  goods  and  pack- 
ages used  in  our  places  of  business,  and  I  desire  at  this  time 
call  your  attention  to  this  fact. 

BARTENDERS'  UNION. 

Mr  T.  J.  Sullivan,  the  president  of  the  International  Bar- 
tenders' Union,  sent  a  communication  to  your  district  board,  ask- 
ing for  closer  relationship,  and  I  appointed  a  committee  to  con- 
fer with  a  similar  committee  from  that  organization. 

Their  demands  appear  to  be  so  reasonable  and  the  absolute 
necessity  of  employer  and  employe  being  in  touch  with  each 
other  was  so  strongly  shown,  that  it  was  decided  to  ask  our  mem- 
bers to  use  every  effort  to  have  their  employes  join  the  organiza- 
tion Thev  need  our  help  and  we  need  theirs.  From  a  close  in- 
vestigation I  believe  that  the  officers  are  honest  and  sincere  in 
their  efforts  to  improve  the  trade. 

In  Washington  and  other  parts  of  the  country  they  have  con- 
tributed of  their  funds  and  in  other  ways  helped  in  our  loca 
option  fights.  They  are  really  the  connecting  link  between  our- 
selves and  the  various  labor  organizations  and  I  believe  that  the 
Bartenders'  Union  is  worthy  of  every  consideration.  have  in- 
vited International  President  Sullivan  and  his  committee  to  be 
present  and  address  the  convention,  and  I  would  bespeak  for 
them  your  kind  attention. 

THE  GRANTING  OF  CITIZENS'  PAPERS. 
In  certain  naturalization  proceedings  before  Judges  ^  Carpen- 
ter Ball  and  Brentano,  where  the  application  for  citizen's  papers 
happened  to  be  a  saloonkeeper,  the  question  was  raised  that  the 
fact  that  he  kept  his  saloon  open  on  Sunday  rendered  him  a  law- 
breaker and  therefore  unfit  for  citizenship.  J^&Krenterio 
ruled  the  question  out,  while  Judges  Carpenter  and  Ball  rule 


that  it  was  sufficient  cause  for  refusal  of  naturalization  papers. 
Last  week,  in  a  case  of  Louis  Hrasky  of  East  St.  Louis,  the 
Supreme  Court  ruled  that  he  was  not  a  fit  person  to  be  a  citizen 
because  he  admitted  that  he  kept  his  saloon  open  on  Sunday  and 
continued  to  do  so.  But  the  conditions  may  be  different  in  East 
St.  Louis.  We  claim  the  right  to  keep  open  on  Sunday  under 
the  ordinance  regulating  the  Sunday  saloon  passed  by  the  city 
council  of  Chicago  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  Chicago  charter, 
which  gives  the  right  to  the  city  council  to  regulate  the  sale  of 
liquor. 

In  this  connection  the  Sunday  Closing  League  instigated  a 
suit  in  the  Municipal  Court  against  one  of  our  members  to  for- 
feit his  lease  on  the  ground  that  he  was  violating  the  law  by 
keeping  his  saloon  open  on  Sunday.  The  judge  ruled  that  be- 
fore there  could  be  any  cancellation  of  the  lease  there  must  be 
a  conviction  for  violation  of  law.  This  seems  to  be  a  reasonable 
interpretation  of  the  law. 

SALVATION  ARMY. 

The  results  of  the  August  primaries  so  startled  the  leader  of 
the  Sunday  closing  movement  that  he  had  to  do  something  to 
keep  up  the  excitement  and  so,  with  the  aid  of  the  Prohibitionists, 
they  arranged  for  a  grand  temperance  parade,  in  which  the  Sun- 
day school  children  were  to  be  enlisted,  and  as  children  delight  to 
follow  a  band,  it  was  expected  that  a  monster  parade  would  be  the 
result.  The  parade  did  not  come  up  to  the  expectation  of  the 
promoters  and  it  was  as  harmless  as  it  was  useless,  but  it  re- 
vealed one  fact,  the  presence  of  the  Salvation  Army  in  the  line. 
The  Salvation  lasses  have  for  years  been  welcome  visitors  to  our 
saloons  and  each  one  will  declare  that  the  larger  portion  of  their 
collections  comes  from  saloonkeepers  and  their  customers.  They 
will  also  bear  witness  to  the  fact  that  they  have  always  been  re- 
ceived kindly  and  courteously  and  it  displayed,  to  say  the  least, 
gross  ingratitude  for  them  to  march  in  a  parade  that  had  for 
its  object  the  ruination  and  confiscation  of  the  business  of  their 
most  liberal  contributors. 

We  do  not  dispute  their  right  as  American  citizens  to  do  and 
act  as  they  please,  but  they  have  no  right  to  enlist  under  the 
Prohibition  flag  and  continue  to  invade  our  places  of  business 
soliciting  funds.  Colonel  French,  who  has  charge  of  the  Salva- 
tion Army  in  this  city,  has",  through  the  public  press,  issued  the 
following  notice: 

"The  workers  of  the  Salvation  Army  are  not  encouraged  to 
enter  saloons  to  solicit  funds  and  such  means  do  not  meet  with 
our  approval." 
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I  am  in  favor  of  aiding  the  gallant  colonel  in  the  enforcement 
of  this  order  and  would  suggest  that  hereafter  our  members 
kindly,  but  firmly,  request  the  Salvation  Army  not  to  enter  their 
places  of  business  in  the  future. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  many  of  our  secret  societies  do  not 
consider  that  saloonkeepers  are  fit  and  proper  persons  to  belong 
to  their  order,  but  when  in  need  of  funds  appeal  to  us  for  the 
purchase  of  tickets  and  to  advertise  in  their  programs,  I  consider 
it  beneath  the  dignity  of  our  members  to  in  any  way  patronize 
these  bigoted  organizations. 

THE  WHITE  SLAVE  TRADE.  f 

Just  before  the  fall  elections  the  Prohibitionists  decorated, 
or  rather  desecrated  the  bill  boards  of  the  city  with  large  posters 
displaying  an  American  flag,  beneath  which  was  a  boy  and  girl 
and  a  paragraph  stating  that  "Saloons  defy  Law;  Saloons  En- 
courage and  Foster  the  White  Slave  Traffic — No  Saloons  Means 
Prosperity." 

I,  as  your  president,  issued  the  following  declaration  and  the 
same  was  printed  in  the  daily  papers  and  the  children  and  their 
flag  quickly  disappeared : 

"It  is  economic  conditions  that  cause  girls  to  become  white 
slaves  and  not  the  saloons.  The  pharisees  and  hypocrites  who 
employ  women  and  girls  at  starvation  wages  are  the  men  who 
cause  women  to  lead  lives  of  shame.  The  abolition  of  saloons 
would  not  cause  prosperity,  but  would  increase  the  number  of 
unemployed  and  further  lower  the  wages  of  girls  and  women." 

This  received  no  reply  from  our  enemies,  but  the  women  who 
issued  or  caused  to  be  issued  that  dastardly  show  bill  would 
rush  to  the  bargain  counters  of  our  department  stores  because 
goods  are  cheap,  regardless  of  the  fact  that  they  are  made  cheap 
by  the  starvation  wages  paid  the  poor  girl  who  sells  the  goods 
and  which  low  wages  compel  her  to  offer  herself  as  a  "job  lot" 
on  the  bargain  counter  of  the  White  Slave  Trade. 

In  order  to  prey  upon  the  sentimentality  of  the  unthinking 
men  and  women  of  this  country  the  Prohibitionists  have  for 
many  years  endeavored  to  make  the  people  believe  that  the  sa- 
loon is  not  only  the  hot  bed  of  all  vice  but  the  destroyer  of  the 
youth  and  beauty  of  this  country. 

We  are  men,  born  as  other  men,  made  of  the  same  flesh  and 
blood,  endowed  with  the  same  conscience  and  instincts  as  other 
men.  Many  of  us  are  fathers,  and  we  love  and  respect  our  chil- 
dren. We  are  raising  and  educating  them  that  they  may  be  hon- 
ored and  respected  citizens  of  this  country  and  we  would  fight 


for  the  honor  and  chastity  of  those  children.  Is  it  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  the  father  that  would  protect  his  own  offspring 
would  debauch  his  neighbors'  children  ?  The  records  of  the  peni- 
tentiaries show  that  there  are  vastly  more  preachers'  sons  than 
saloonkeepers'  children  confined  therein. 

Can  it  be  possible  that  this  great  cry  against  the  saloon  as 
the  debaucher  of  the  young  is  but  a  blind  to  hide  the  evil  deeds 
of  the  Prohibitionists?  One  would  judge  this  to  be  a  fact  if  the 
columns  of  the  daily  papers  are  to  be  relied  upon.  It  was  only 
recently  that  the  superintendent  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky  conducted  a  local  option  election  in  one 
of  the  cities  of  that  State  and  in  order  to  create  sentiment  on 
election  day,  marshalled  the  women  and  children  and  marched 
them  through  the  streets  in  the  usual  orthodox  manner  and  after 
the  parade  he  induced  a  12-year-old  girl  to  go  into  the  basement 
of  the  church  and  there  tried  to  ruin  her.  He  was  promptly 
chased  out  of  the  city  and  State  at  the  point  of  a  gun  in  the 
hands  of  the  enraged  father. 

To-day  our  State's  attorney  is  endeavoring  to  prosecute  a 
preacher  for  unspeakable  conduct  towards  the  boys  of  his  choir; 
yet,  we  do  not  see  the  temperance  Christian  people  posting  bills 
on  the  walls  calling  attention  to  this  absolutely  real  and  most 
serious  debauchery  of  the  youth  and  beauty  of  our  country. 

The  above  are  not  isolated  cases ;  the  daily  papers  record 
such  incidents  almost  daily.  In  six  months  they  recorded  the 
arrest  of  142  preachers  charged  with  crimes  from  murder  down 
to  chicken  stealing. 

The  oft-repeated  story  that  the  president  of  the  Ohio  Liquor 
League  advised  the  education  of  boys  to  drink  in  order  to  re- 
cruit the  ranks  of  the  drunkards,  when  proven  to  be  a  damnable 
lie  concocted  by  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  they  endeavored  to 
bolster  it  up  by  having  one  of  their  dupes  make  an  affidavit  that 
he  heard  the  statement  made  on  a  certain  day  in  a  certain  hall 
which,  upon  investigation,  was  shown  to  have  been  12  years  be- 
fore the  hall  was  built,  proving  conclusively  that  this  "reverend 
outcast"  had  sworn  to  a  deliberate  lie. 

This  is  but  a  sample  of  the  outrageous  stories  told  to  create 
sentiment  against  us  and  to  enable  the  Prohibitionists  to  collect 
the  necessary  funds  from  unsuspecting  dupes. 

THE  JUVENILE  PROTECTIVE  LEAGUE. 

Our  organization  has  no  sympathy  wifh  the  man  who  will 
wilfully  sell  to  a  child ;  neither  will  we  defend  him  if  prosecuted, 
but  in  order  to  protect  any  *>i  our  members  who  may  unwittingly 
violate  the  minor  law,  we  have  made  an  agreement  with  Mr. 
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Harry  E.  Smoot,  chief  probation  officer  of  the  Juvenile  Pro- 
tective League  that  whenever  he  has  complaints  filed  against  any 
of  our  members  for  selling  to  minors,  that  he  notify  our  secretary 
of  the  fact;  who  will  at  once  advise  the  member  and  if  he  per- 
sists in  continuing  the  sale  of  liquor  to  minors,  the  Juvenile  Pro- 
tective League  will  at  once  proceed  to  prosecute  and  the  party 
will  receive  no  protection  from  this  organization. 

We  are  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the  good  work  being  accom- 
plished by  Mr.  Thurston  and  the  Juvenile  Protective  League, 
whose  only  object  is  to  protect  the  boys  from  evil  associations 
and  is  not  for  the  petty  PERSECUTION  of  unintentional  vio- 
lators of  the  law. 

DONATIONS. 

During  the  year,  members  of  the  Stone-planers'  Union,  who 
have  been  out  on  a  strike  for  some  time,  appealed  to  us  for  as- 
sistance ;  likewise  the  Industrial  Home  for  Girls,  and  your  board 
did  not  hesitate  in  contributing  the  necessary  aid  to  these  most 
deserving  causes. 

CHRISTMAS  PRESENTS. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolutions  passed  by  your  district 
board  and  ratified  by  the  last  annual  convention,  approving  of 
the  abolishing  of  the  Christmas  present  custom,  I  would  report 
that  a  letter  was  sent  to  all  saloonkeepers  in  Cook  county  asking 
them  not  to  distribute  Christmas  presents  to  their  customers. 
The  result  was,  I  think,  more  satisfactory  than  expected.  Many, 
of  course,  refused  to  obey  the  request  and  threw  away  large  sums 
of  money  in  useless  presents,  but  the  general  reports  from  those 
who  complied  with  the  request  were  to  the  effect  that  few  com- 
plained, and  those  who  did  take  offense,  their  trade  was  not  worth 
having,  and  the  net  result  was  a  great  saving  to  our  members. 
So  satisfactory  was  the  experiment  that  your  board  has  deter- 
mined to  make  the  same  demand  this  Christmas  and  already  re- 
quests have  been  sent  to  the  members  not  to  buy  presents,  and 
your  officers  believe  that  before  long  the  useless  Christmas  pres- 
ent fad  will  be  entirely  abolished. 

ILLEGAL  SALE  OF  LIQUOR  IN  RESTAURANTS. 

During  the  year  many  complaints  reached  the  board  of  the 
illegal  sale  of  liquor  in  restaurants  and  by  peddling  beer  wagons. 
The  matter  was  referred  to  the  grievance  committee,  and  Chair- 
man Mr.  Chas.  Siebert  and  his  committee  have  been  untiring  in 
their  efforts  to  stop  this  practice.  We  have  the  hearty  co-opera- 
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tion  of  the  city  administration  and  through  our  investigators 
have  been  able  to  prosecute  a  number  of  restaurant  keepers  and 
others  for  the  illegal  sale  of  liquor. 

We  must  insist  that  where  members  make  complaint  to  their 
locals  and  by  them  are  referred  to  the  district  board  that  sub- 
stantial evidence  must  accompany  the  same.  Much  valuable 
time,  both  of  the  board  and  members  of  the  committee,  on  hear- 
say evidence  was  wasted  and  in  the  future  no  case  will  be  taken 
up  by  the  board  unless  conclusive  evidence  accompanies  the  same. 
This  applies  to  all  complaints  coming  before  the  board. 

SELLING  TO  INDIANS. 

A  peculiar  case  came  to  the  attention  of  the  board  in  the 
prosecution  of  a  bartender  for  selling  liquor  to  an  Indian.  This 
Indian  had  lived  in  Chicago  for  some  years  and  was  working  at 
a  trade;  he  dressed  as  a  white  man  and  had  not  the  appearance 
of  an  Indian,  yet  he  had  not  given  up  his  tribal  rights.  Some 
trouble  arose  and  the  bartender  was  arrested  for  selling  to  an 
Indian  under  the  United  States  law.  Judge  Bethea  sentenced 
him  to  a  fine  of  $100  and  thirty  days  in  jail. 

The  State  and  district  officers  took  the  case  up  and  used  every 
effort  to  have  the  jail  sentence  suspended,  but  the  judge,  while 
admitting  that  it  was  a  most  exceptional  case,  refused  to  sus- 
pend the  sentence  and  the  man  had  to  serve  his  term. 

Our  National  Association  has  taken  up  the  matter  and  ouf 
congressional  committee  has  introduced,  by  Representative  Ham- 
ilton, chairman  of  the  Territorial  Committee,  a  bill  to  make  the 
sale  of  liquor  to  an  Indian  unlawful  within  25  miles  of  a  reser- 
vation. 

THE  LEGISLATURE. 

No  less  than  37  bills  were  introduced  in  the  Legislature  just 
closed  affecting  the  liquor  trade,  three  of  these  being  favorable  to 
our  cause  and  34  against  our  interests.  It  is  gratifying  that  no 
adverse  legislation  was  passed,  yet  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  H.  B.. 
367,  introduced  by  Representative  Werdell  at  the  instigation  of 
the  State  board,  did  not  become  a  law.  This  bill  provided  an 
"amendment  to  the  dram-shop  act  requiring  written  notice  to 
the  saloonkeeper  or  landlord,  as  the  case  may  be,  from  relatives 
of  drunkards  who  expect  to  sue  for  damages."  Its  passage 
would  have  been  a  simple  act  of  justice  to  a  long  suffering, 
heavily-taxed  trade;  yet  it  was  denied  us.  It  was  favorably 
recommended  to  the  House  for  passage,  but  there  it  stuck,  it 
being  claimed  that  the  dram-shop  act  was  so  antiquated  and  had 
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for  so  long  stood  the  test  in  the  Supreme  Court  that  it  would 
be  unprecedented  to  change  it  now. 

This  proves  conclusively  the  truthfulness  of  the  old  adage 
that  "an  ounce  of  prevention  is  better  than  a  pound  of  cure," 
and  shows  the  necessity  of  being  constantly  on  the  watch  to  pre- 
vent the  passage  of  objectionable  legislation,  as  it  seems  almost 
imspossible  to  repeal  a  law  no  matter  how  unjust  it  may  be. 

By  the  failure  to  pass  this  just  bill,  the  retailer  is  still  left  to 
the  tender  mercy  of  the  "black-mailer"  and  his  "hold-up"  at- 
torney, but  the  brewer  and  the  real  estate  owner  are  fast  being 
drawn  into  the  meshes  of  the  gang  that  run  the  "Damage  Suit 
Trust,"  and  then  there  will  come  a  mighty  howl,  and  we  must 
look  forward  to  the  coming  of  the  next  Legislature,  when  every 
effort  on  the  part  of  this  organization  and  its  members  must  be 
made  to  secure  the  passage  of  this  eminently  just  amendment  to 
the  dram-shop  act. 

Of  the  other  bills  before  the  Legislature  that  would  have 
affected  the  dealer  in  Cook  county,  Senate  Bill  218,  introduced 
by  Senator  MacKenzie,  at  the  instigation  of  the  Law  and  Order 
League  of  Englewood  and  Hyde  Park,  was  to  "provide  that  the 
publication  of  a  book  of  Ordinance  shall  be  evidence  of  the 
validity  of  such  ordinances  in  territory  which  has  been  annexed 
to  cities  or  villages,"  which  applied  directly  to  the  towns  of  Hyde 
Park  and  Englewood.  This  bill  passed  the  Senate  but  met  its 
fate  in  the  House. 

Another  important  bill  was  Senate  Bill  215,  introduced  by 
Senator  Brown,  and  its  sister  House  Bill  185,  introduced  by 
Representative  Sollitt  of  the  3d  District  of  Chicago.  These  joint 
bills  proposed  to  "Prohibit  any  saloons  within  250  feet  of 
churches,  school  houses,  hospital  buildings,  training  schools  for 
nurses,  orphan  asylums  and  old  peoples'  homes."  It  is  estimated 
that  this  bill  would  'have  closed  up  fully  90  per  cent  of  the  sa- 
loons in  Chicago.  The  Senate  committee  amended  it  so  that  it 
would  not  interfere  with  existing  saloons  and  as  a  result  the 
Prohibitionists  did  not  care  to  push  it. 

House  Bill  619,  introduced  by  Representative  Behrens  of 
Carlinville,  prohibiting  brewery  ownership  of  saloons,  was  bit- 
terly opposed  by  our  co-operative  brewery  stockholders  and  was 
killed  in  committee. 

These  were  the  most  important  bills  before  the  Legislature 
affecting  the  District  of  Cook  and  we  may  congratulate  our- 
selves on  the  result  of  the  efforts  put  forth  by  our  State  officers 
in  preventing  the  passage  of  any  objectionable  legislation. 
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THE  COLLECTOR'S  OFFICE. 

During  the  year  many  complaints  reached  the  district  board 
that  licenses  were  being  issued  by  the  city  collector  to  brewers 
and  others  after  the  dates  designated  by  law  and  in  violation 
of  the  limitation  ordinance.  There  may  be  a  traffic  in  licenses 
which  cannot  be  prevented  by  the  collector.  No  licenses  are  is- 
sued, by  the  city  direct  to  brewers,  but  doubtless  brewers  control 
licenses  issued  to  other  persons. 

Your  board  appointed  a  committee  to  wait  on  Collector 
Magerstadt  regarding  these  complaints  and  on  June  1st  the  com- 
mittee had  an  interview  with  the  collector,  and  we  learned  the 
following  interesting  facts:  The  number  of  licenses  issued  for 
the  period  ending  Nov.  ist  last  were  7,180;  number  of  licenses 
issued  for  the  period  ending  May  ist  this  year  7,175,  or  a  loss 
of  five  licenses  in  the  six  months,  which  are  accounted  for  as 
follows:  Three  licenses  revoked  by  the  mayor  for  gross  viola- 
tion of  the  law,  and  two  refused  by  Collector  Magerstadt  on  com- 
plaint of  neighbors. 

We  also  learned  that  over  4,000  licenses  had  been  assigned 
for  various  causes,  a  very  large  majority  of  which  were  made  in 
the  interest  of  the  brewer  for  advances  made.  Sixty-two  assign- 
ments were  contested  on  the  ground  that  they  had  been  either 
fraudulently  obtained  or  the  debt  for  which  they  were  given 
cancelled.  In  such  contests  Collector  Magerstadt  calls  all  par- 
ties together  and  decides  the  case  on  the  evidence  presented,  is- 
suing the  license  to  the  rightful  owner. 

In  this  connection  it  is  but  just  to  say  that  at  the  instigation 
of  Collector  Magerstadt  no  notorial  fees  are  charged  to  license 
applicants,  which  means  a  saving  of  over  $3,500  to  the  trade  each 
year. 

During  the  year  Mayor  Busse  revoked  the  licenses  of  these 
saloonkeepers  for  gross  violation  of  the  law;  they  were  dive  sa- 
loons of  the  very  worst  kind,  yet  a  brewer's  agent  endeavored  to 
intercede  with  the  mayor  to  renew  them,  and  he  was  promptly 
refused  by  the  mayor  in  his  usual  forcible  manner. 

The  district  board  and  its  members,  and  in  fact  all  reputable 
saloonkeepers  are  opposed  to  "Dive  Saloons"  and  resolutions 
were  passed  by  your  board  thanking  the  mayor  for  his  decided 
stand  in  the  matter.  ^ 

A  few  weeks  ago  it  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  mayor  that 
some  saloonkeepers  were  violating  the  I  o'clock  closing  ordi- 
nance and  a  general  order  was  issued  that  all  saloons  must  close 
promptly  at  I  a.  m.,  and  that  the  patrolmen  would  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  any  violations  not  reported.  Your  district  officers 
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at  once  sent  out  word  to  the  members  to  strictly  obey  the  mayor's 
order ;  a  few  disobeyed  the  order  and  were  arrested,  but  not  one 
was  a  member  of  our  organization.  One  who  had  been  en- 
treated to  join  had  replied  that  he  "didn't  have  to  join  as  he 
stood  in  with  the  mayor."  He  came  down  to  earth  with  an 
awful  bump  and  now  realizes  that  he  is  but  an  ordinary  mortal. 
I  must  again  insist  that  all  members  of  this  organization 
obey  the  orders  issued  by  the  mayor,  not  only  on  the  I  o'clock 
closing  order,  but  also  on  primary  and  election  days,  on  both  of 
which  all  reputable  liquor  dealers  should  be  closed  and  out 
hustling  for  their  political  friends. 

LOCAL  OPTION  ELECTIONS. 

At  the  spring  election  the  Anti-Saloon  League  took  ad- 
vantage of  the  new  local  option  law  and  circulated  petitions  in 
the  township  of  Calumet,  in  which  a  portion  of  the  Thirty-sec- 
ond Ward  of  Chicago,  containing  48  saloons;  the  city  of  Blue 
Island,  containing  40  saloons,,  and  Morgan  Park  are  located. 

The  petition  was  refused  by  the  county  election  commissioner 
on  the  ground  that  it  included  territory  within  the  city  of  Chi- 
cago and  no  vote  was  taken.  The  Anti-Saloon  League  have 
appealed  from  this  decision  and  the  case  is  still  pending. 

A  local  option  election  was  also  called  in  the  township  of 
New  Trier,  in  which  Gross  Point,  containing  a  voting  population 
of  250  and  14  saloons,  is  located.  This  townslhip  contains  a 
number  of  fashionable  settlements  such  as  Wilmette,  Glencoe 
and  Winnetka,  in  which  are  located  the  home  of  some  of  Chi* 
cage's  most  wealthy  citizens,  and  as  a  result  Gross  Point  was 
out-voted  and  the  township  of  New  Trier  went  dry. 

Another  local  option  election  was  held  in  the  village  of  River 
Forest,  township  of  Proviso,  in  which  no  saloons  are  located  and 
where  only  one  beer-bottling  establishment  existed;  the  village 
went  wet  by  a  very  large  majority. 

In  both  the  townships  of  Glencoe  and  New  Frier  the  district 
board  aided  their  members  in  their  fight,  both  financially  and 
otherwise. 

In  the  northwest  section  of  this  city  a  local  option  district 
was  proposed  and  the  ministers  interested  issued  a  warning  to 
the  saloonkeepers  located  within  the  proposed  district  asking 
them  to  comply  more  closely  with  the  strict  interpretation  of 
the  law.  We  at  once  advised  our  members  in  the  proposed  dis- 
trict to  comply  with  this  request,  which  they  did,  and  nothing 
further  has  been  heard  of  the  proposed  ordinance. 


LAW  DEPARTMENT. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  convention  there  were  29  civil  suits 
in  which  members  of  different  associations  were  named  as  de- 
fendants. 

During  the  past  year  35  new  suits  have  been  instituted  in  the 
various  courts.  During  the  year  15  suits  have  been  disposed  of 
and  in  two  cases,  viz :  the  case  of  Felomena  Vetrovec  vs. 
Joseph  Myers,  et  al.,  No.  273476,  Circuit  Court,  in  which  judg- 
ment was  rendered  for  $1,000,  and  the  case  of  Raphael  DeHaven 
et  al.,  No.  10408,  in  the  Municipal  Court,  in  which  judgment 
for  $600  was  rendered,  have  been  appealed,  and  are  now  pending 
in  the  Appellate  Court. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  four  cases  were  tried  with  the  fol- 
lowing results : 

Case  No.  27458  in  the  Municipal  Court,  Rosie  Ryan  vs. 
Michael  Carroll,  et  al.,  resulted  in  a  verdict  of  $500  against  the 
defendants,  which  was  set  aside  and  a  new  trial  granted. 

Case  -No.  33834  in  the  Municipal  Court,  Rose  Duff  vs.  Albert 
Hobson  et  al.,  resulted  in  a  verdict  of  $500  against  the  defend- 
ants, which  was  set  aside  and  a  new  trial  granted. 

Case  No.  285332  in  the  Circuit  Court,  Anna  Johnke  vs.  Fred 
Schmidt  et  al.,  tried  before  His  Honor,  Judge  Gibbons,  the 
plaintiff  failed  to  make  out  a  case  after  two  days'  trial  and  was 
given  leave  of  court  to  amend  his  pleadings  and  the  cause  con- 
tinued. 

Case  No.  33985  in  the  Municipal  Court,  Bart  Horan  vs. 
Cook  Brewing  Co.,  et  al.,  a  verdict  of  $i,ooo  was  returned  against 
the  defendants  and  the  case  is  now  pending  upon  a  motion  for 
a  new  trial  before  Judge  Scovel  of  said  court,  which  motion  will 
probably  not  be  heard  until  September.  Our  attorney  is  quite 
confident  that  a  new  trial  will  be  granted  in  this  case.  There 
are  now  pending  in  the  various  State  courts  54  civil  cases  in 
which  members  of  the  various  associations  are  named  as  de- 
fendants, in  which  damages  aggregating  $796,000  are  claimed. 
A  complete  list  of  said  cases  and  the  titles  being  attached  to  the 
report  of  our  attorney. 

Shortly  after  our  last  convention,  much  to  the  surprise  of  all 
concerned,  six  prosecutions  were  instituted  for  violation  of  the 
Sunday  law  against  Frank  Vyzral,  Gustav  A.  Wenzel,  Harris 
Davis,  Eugene  Malloy,  Charles  Bush  and  Henry  Maiwurm.  The 
case  of  Gustav  Wenzel  was  tried  in  October  and  resulted  in  a 
verdict  of  not  guilty.  At  the  date  of  the  last  convention  there 
was  pending  the  case  of  the  city  of  Chicago  against  Joseph 
Frugoli,  who  was  charged  with  keeping  open  his  saloon  on  Sun- 
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day  in  violation  of  the  city  ordrinances.  This  case  has  since 
been  dismissed.  There  are  still  about  108  Sunday  closing  cases 
pending  in  the  Municipal  Court,  in  which  no  action  has  been 
taken  since  last  October. 

In  February  last,  on  instructions  from  the  Grievance  Com- 
mittee, the  attorney  for  the  association  investigated  a  number 
of  cases  of  illegal  selling  of  liquor  by  persons  keeping  restaur- 
ants, and  persons  selling  at  retail  under  a  wholesale  license  and 
persons  making  sales  under  druggists  permits.  Warrants  were 
sworn  out  against  several  of  these  parties  for  said  violations  and 
fines  were  imposed  and  later,  the  Grievance  Committee,  as  a 
matter  of  economy  made  arrangements  with  the  City  Law  De- 
partment to  furnish  the  evidence  in  such  cases,  and  the  city 
would  do  the  prosecuting. 

For  the  details  of  the  Law  Department  I  refer  you  to  the 
printed  report  of  our  attorney. 

MONTHLY  BULLETINS. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  it  is  proposed  to  keep  in  closer 
touch  with  the  local  -members  by  issuing,  every  two  or  three 
months,  a  bulletin  giving  in  detail  the  work  that  is  being  ac- 
complished in  the  district.  These  bulletins  to  be  printed  and  a 
sufficient  number  sent  to  the  secretary  of  every  local  to  be  mailed 
to  each  member  when  'he  sends  out  the  notice  of  his  monthly 
meeting.  We  believe  that  it  will  cause  a  greater  interest  in  the 
work  of  our  association,  especially  among  those  members  who 
do  not  consider  it  worth  their  while  to  attend  the  meetings,  but 
everlastingly  complain  that  "nothing  is  being  done  by  the  asso- 
ciation." But  even  this  bulletin  will  not  have  the  desired  effect 
unless  we  have  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  officers  of  the 
locals,  who  must  insist  upon  the  secretary  mailing  them  to  the 
members. 
THANKS  TO  PRESIDENT  SCHNEIDER  AND  OTHERS. 

In  these  days  when  intimidation  and  abuse  seem  to  be  the 
sole  stock  and  trade  of  the  Prohibitionists,  for  whether  it  be  the 
President  of  the  United  States  or  the  humblest  public  official, 
they  first  endeavor  to  intimidate  him  into  aiding  their  cause  and, 
failing  to  do  so,  resort  to  the  vilest  abuse. 

President  Schneider  of  the  Chicago  Board  of  Education  will 
not  tolerate  any  interference  on  the  part  of  these  fanatics  and 
has  incurred  their  displeasure  and  abuse  on  several  occasions. 
Your  board  has,  on  more  than  one  occasion,  thanked  President 
Schneider  for  the  manly  stand  taken  in  the  defense  of  personal 
liberty  and  when  one  of  his  assistants,  Miss  Grace  Reid,  was

severely  censured  for  certain  liberal  ideas  expressed  at  a  wom- 
an's meeting  which  caused  the  ire  of  the  Prohibitionists,  who  de- 
manded of  President  Schneider  her  immediate  dismissal;  in  re- 
plying, he  aptly  called  them  "Wassermuckers." 

Miss  Annie  Willard  of  the  Waitress'  Union  recently  de- 
fended our  cause  at  the  meeting  of  the  Federation  of  Labor, 
all  of  whom  deserve  our  lasting  thanks. 

TO  NUMBER  THE  LOCALS. 

A  great  many  complaints  have  been  presented  to  the  district 
board  by  local  associations  that  owing  to  the  confusion  of  names, 
members  of  one  association  pay  their  dues  to  another,  which  has 
been  accepted  and  credited  to  a  member  bearing  the  same  or  simi- 
lar name.  Most  of  these  complaints  come  from  the  Chicago  Liquor 
Dealers'  Protective  Association  and  the  Cook  County  Liquor 
Dealers'  Protective  Association,  both  names  being  misleading 
to  the  man  not  familiar  with  our  system  of  organization,  many  be- 
lieving that  there  is  but  one  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  in  Chi- 
cago, and  others  contending  that  there  is  but  one  in  the  county. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Cook  County  District  has  no  less  than 
23  local  organizations  under  its  jurisdiction,  and  while  I  firmly 
believe  that  it  would  be  well  to  do  away  with  the  names  of  the 
locals  and  simply  call  them  by  numbers,  yet  in  the  meantime, 
I  would  strongly  urge  that  each  association  should  be  numbered 
ranging  with  the  date  of  its  organization,  thus : 

Alter  Wirths  Verein  Local  No.  I  of  the  District  of  Cook 
Liquor  Dealers'  Protective  Association  of  Illinois. 

Chicago  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  Local  No.  2  of  the 
District  of  Cook  Liquor  Dealers'  Protective  Association  of  Illi- 
nois. 

West  Chicago'  Wirths  Verein,  Local  No.  3,  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Cook  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  of  Illinois,  and  so  on, 
each  association  being  allotted  a  number  according  to  the  date 
of  institution. 

I  believe  that  if  this  system  is  adopted  and  lived  up  to  by 
each  local,  it  will  put  an  end  to  this  misunderstanding  and  mix- 
up  regarding  the  names  of  each  of  our  locals. 

CHANGES  IN  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

The  district  board  has  appointed  a  special  committee,  con- 
sisting of  Messrs.  Henry  von  Meeteren,  Thos.  Greif  and  R.  J. 
Halle  to  revise  your  constitution  and  they  will  present  a  re- 
port recommending  several  amendments,  for  which  I  will  ask 
your  serious  consideration. 
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MEMORIAL. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  record  the  death  of  Mr,  Joseph 
Seideneck,  for  many  years  the  secretary  of  the  North  West 
Chicago  Wirth  Verein,  and  as  such  was  its  delegate  to  our  dis- 
trict board. 

Mr.  Seideneck  was  at  one  time  vice-president  of  this  district 
and  also  one  of  the  vice-presidents  of  the  State  from  Cook  coun- 
ty. He  was  ever  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  and  in 
his  death  we  lost  a  faithful  and  hard-working  member. 

Suitable  memorial  resolutions  were  passed  by  the  board  and 
duly  engrossed  and  presented  to  his  family. 
CONCLUSION. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  the  excellent  attendance  of  the  dele- 
gates of  the  district  board  at  our  monthly  meetings  and  the  deep 
interest  taken  in  the  business  brought  before  it,  and  I  further 
desire  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  my  brother  officers  and 
members  and  the  various  standing  committees  for  their  close  at- 
tention to  business  which  has  so  materially  assisted  me  in  the 
performance  of  my  duties  as  your  president.

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  District  of  Cook  of  the 
Liquor  Dealers'  Protective  Association  of.  Illinois: 
Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  for  your  con- 
sideration a  report  of  the  transactions  and  receipts  and  expenses 
of  the  District  Board  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1909. 

The  tables  included  in  my  report  show  a  substantial  balance 
for  the  term  ended,  and  also  the  conditions  of  the  Association 
now  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  While  the  reserve 
fund  is  considerably  less  this  year,  there  are  reasons  for  this. 
The  absence  of  the  Special  Fund  and  a  considerable  decrease 
in  membership,  and  an  increase  in  expenditures  in  the  regular 
form  of  business,  has  sapped  our  treasury  to  a  considerable  ex- 
tent over  and  above  our  reimbursements ;  which  proves  in  my 
mind  that  some  legislation  must  be  enacted  to  relieve  the  Dis- 
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trict   Board  of  what  might  prove  a  financial  difficulty  in  the 
future. 

I  believe  after  you  have  carefully  considered  the  report  for 
the  year  and  considering  the  work  accomplished,  you  will  say 
the  money  has  been  judiciously  expended,  and  the  result  jus- 
tifies the  expenditure. 

Your  committees,  both  special  and  standing,  have  performed 
an  excellent  service,  and  I  desire  to  give  special  mention  to  the 
Grievance  Committee  for  work  accomplished  for  the  year  in 
the  arrest  and  conviction  of  persons  selling  liquor  without  a 
license.  I  would  strongly  recommend  that  this  committee  be 
granted  greater  power  and  more  financially,  as  they  have  per- 
formed an  excellent  service  on  a  small  amount  of  money.  I 
would  also  ask  the  Secretaries  of  the  Local  Associations  to  re- 
port immediately  to  the  District  Secretary  violations  of  this 
chararacter  writh  the  name  and  location  of  the  offenders  and  the 
name  of  their  complainant,  as  the  same  would  aid  this  commit- 
tee in  their  work.

In  the  above  list  of  suits  disposed  of  there  were  two  verdicts 
rendered  viz:  Case  No.  273476,  Circuit  Court,  Feiomena  Ve- 
trovec vs.  Joseph  Meyers,  et  al.,  judgment  of  $1,000,  and  Case 
No.  10408,  in  the  Municipal  Court,  Raphael  DeHaven  vs.  David 
McHale  et  al.,  judgment  for  $600,  both  of  which  cases  were  ap- 
pealed and  are  now  pending  in  the  Appellate  Court. 

I  also  tried  Case  No.  27458,  in  the  Municipal  Court,  Rosie 
Ryan  vs.  Michael  Carroll  et  al.,  which  resulted  in  a  verdict  of 
$500,  which  was  set  aside  and  a  new  trial  granted. 

I  also  tried  the  case  of  Rose  Duff  vs.  Albert  Hobson  et  al., 
NO-  33834,  m  the  Municipal  Court,  in  which  a  verdict  of  $500 
was  rendered,  and  which  was  set  aside  and  a  new  trial  granted. 
I  also  tried  the  case  of  Bart  Horan  vs.  Cooke  Brewing  Co.] 
et  al.,  No.  33985,  in  the  Municipal  Court,  which  resulted  in  a 
verdict  of  $1,000,  and  which  case  is  now  pending  upon  a  mo- 
tion for  a  new  trial  before  Judge  Scovel  of  said  court,  which 
motion  will  probably  not  be  heard  until  September.  I  am  quite 
confident  that  a  new  trial  will  be  granted  in  this  case. 

I  also  tried  the  case  of  Anna  Johnke  vs.  Fred  Schmidt  et  al., 
No.  285332,  before  His  Honor,  Judge  Gibbons,  wherein  the 
plaintiff  failed  to  make  out  a  case  after  two  days'  trial  and  was 
given  leave  of  court  to  amend  his  pleadings  and  the  cause  con- 
tinued. 

There  are  now  pending  in  the  various  State  courts  54  civil 
cases  in  which  members  of  various  associations  are  named  as 
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defendants,  a  complete  list  of  said  cases  and  the  titles  are  at- 
tached to  this  report  marked  "Exhibit  A." 

The  aggregate  amount  of  damages  claimed  in  the  cases 
pending  in  all  courts  is  $796,000. 

Shortly  after  our  last  convention,  much  to  the  surprise  of 
everybody,  prosecutions  were  instituted  for  Sunday  closing 
against  Frank  Vyzral,  Gustav  A.  Wenzel,  Harry  Davis,  Eugene 
Malloy,  Charles  Bush  and  Henry  Maiwurm.  The  case  of  Gus- 
tav Wenzel  was  tried  in  October  and  resulted  in  a  verdict  of  not 
guilty.  At  the  date  of  my  last  report,  there  was  pending  the 
case  of  the  City  of  Chicago  vs.  Joseph  Frugoli,  who  was  charged 
with  violation  of  city  ordinance  in  keeping  open  his  saloon  on 
Sunday.  Mr.  Frugoli  is  located  at  45th  and  Harrison  streets, 
and  which  location  is  in  a  part  of  the  Town  of  Cicero,  which 
was  annexed  to  Chicago,  and  the  violation  of  the  ordinance  was 
claimed  by  virtue  of  an  old  Town  of  Cicero  ordinance  which 
prohibited  keeping  a  saloon  open  on  Sunday,  which  it  is  claimed 
is  in  effect  in  that  portion  of  that  town  annexed  to  Chicago. 
We  have  since  had  that  suit  dismissed. 

There  are  still  about  108  Sunday  closing  cases  pending  in  the 
Municipal  Court  in  which  no  action  has  been  taken  since  last 
October. 

In  February  last,  under  instructions  from  your  Committee  on 
Grievances,  I  investigated  a  number  of  cases  of  illegal  selling 
of  liquor  by  persons  keeping  restaurants  and  persons  selling  at 
retail  under  a  wholesale  license  and  persons  making  sales  under 
druggist  permits.  Warrants  were  sworn  out  against  several 
of  these  parties  for  said  violations  and  fines  were  imposed,  and 
later  your  committee  made  some  arrangements  with  the  City 
Law  Department  to  furnish  the  evidence  in  such  cases  and  the 
city  would  prosecute  said  cases. 

In  December  last,  a  case  arose  which  affected  a  member  of 
the  Chicago  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  and  his  bartender.  It 
is  not  a  case  that  comes  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  District 
of  Cook,  but  the  peculiarity  of  the  case  and  the  importance  of 
the  same  warrants  me  in  brefly  reciting  the  facts  to  you.  In 
December  last,  William  Araphoe,  a  Sioux  Indian,  originally 
from  the  Pine  Ridge  Agency,  North  Dakota,  who  was  a  ward 
of  the  Government,  and  whose  tribal  name  is  "Blue  Cloud,"  was 
living  at  315  West  Monroe  street  and  had  been  for  some  two  or 
three  years.  About  the  date  named  he  went  into  the  saloon  of 
Michael  McCloskey,  at  the  corner  of  Morgan  and  Adams  street, 
and,  it  is  claimed,  purchased  several  drinks.  He  then  got  into 
some  difficulty  with  another  man  and  was  assaulted  and  was 
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arrested  in  connection  with  the  assault.  His  wife,  who  is  a 
white  woman,  made  complaint  to  the  Federal  authorities  and 
a  warrant  was  sworn  out  against  Michael  McCloskey  and 
Michael  Hughes,  his  bartender,  for  selling  intoxicating  liquor 
to  an  Indian  in  violation  of  the  United  States  statutes.  The  case 
was  heard  before  United  States  Commissioner  Foote,  and  Mc- 
Closkey was  discharged  and  Hughes  held  to  the  Federal  Grand 
Jury.  "Later  the  Federal  Grand  Jury  indicted  both  McCloskey 
and'  Hughes.  The  punishment  fixed  by  statute  for. the  offense 
was  not  less  than  60  days  in  jail  and  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $100 
nor  more  than  $200  for  the  first  offense.  Every  effort  was  made 
to  induce  the  authorities  to  accept  a  fine  and  remit  the  imprison- 
ment but  it  was  without  avail.  The  case  against  McCloskey 
was  dismissed  and  Hughes  was  fined  $100  and  the  imprisonment 
remitted  to  30  days  in  the  '  County  Jail.  The  Chicago  Liquor 
Dealers'  Protective  Association  rendered  McCloskey,  who  was 
a  member  of  said  association,  every  assistance  in  this  case.  Any 
member  of  this  association  may  inadvertently  become  the  vic- 
tim of  a  similar  case,  and  for  that  reason  I  deem  it  important 
to  warn  them  in  this  respect,  and  I  have  attached  to  this  report 
a  complete  copy  of  the  statute  under  which  this  prosecution 
is  brought,  which  is  marked  "Exhibit  B." 

The  foregoing  is  a  general  outline  of  the  court  work  per- 
formed in  this  department.  Several  consultations  have  been  had 
with  your  officers  and  members  regarding  various  matters  af- 
fecting the  association. 

I  wish  heartily  to  thank  all  of  the  officers,  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee, the  Grievance  Committee,  and  the  members  individually 
for  their  active  support  and  assistance,  and  tender  to  all  my  sin- 
cere thanks  for  the  consideration  and  support  accorded  me.

Mr.  John  Cervenka  desired  to  explain  that  in  reference  to  the 
President's  report,  in  which  was  stated  that  the  Co-operative 
Brewery  stockholders  had  opposed  H.  B.  619,  introduced  by 
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Representative  Behrens,  which  prohibited  brewery  ownership  of 
saloons. 

On  behalf  of  the  saloonkeepers  who  were  'stockholders  in 
breweries,  he  had  gone  to  Springfield  and  opposed  the  same,  as 
it  was  considered  a  most  unjust  bill,  prepared  for  the  sole  benefit 
of  the  large  breweries.  For  one  he  (Cervenka)  was  heartily  in 
favor  of  divorcing  the  saloon  from  the  brewery  and  would  gladly 
join  hands  with  the  big  brewreries  in  passing  a  law  making  it  un- 
lawful for  one  man  to  own  more  than  one  licensed  saloon  in  any 
municipality.  That  would  most  effectually  divorce  the  saloon 
from  the  brewery. 

Mr.  T.  J.  Sullivan,  President  of  the  International  Bartenders' 
Union,  was  introduced  to  the  convention  and  delivered  a  most 
interesting  and  instructive  address. 

MR.    SULLIVAN'S    ADDRESS.  J 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Cook  County  Liquor  Dealers;  Greet- 
ings : 

Gentlemen — We  are  here  representing  an  organization  of 
employes.  Employes  engaged  in  the  liquor  traffic,  those  employed 
by  you  as  dealers  in  that  business,  representing  as  we  do,  an  or- 
ganization having  over  fifty  thousand  '(50,000)  members  in  af- 
filiation and  covering  the  whole  North  American  continent  for 
our  jurisdiction. 

The  foundation  upon  which  this  organization  is  based,  is 
quality  of  service,  sobriety  as  well  as  honesty  in  its  members. 
This  must  appeal  to  you  if  you  desire  the  quality  of  service  that 
means  results.  It  is  a  fact,  wherever  we  have  our  local  union 
organized  (and  that  means  in  every  section  of  our  jurisdiction 
outside  the  three  cities  of  Chicago,  Philadelphia  and  New  York), 
we  have  produced  the  results  so  much  desired  by  the  dealer, 
quality  of  service  which  has  brought  about  results.  This  Inter- 
national is  always  in  touch  with  the  needs  of  our  trade  and 
calling,  whether  it  be  in  opposing  pernicious  laws  before  the  va- 
rious legislative  bodies  of  our  different  States,  or  opposing  the 
activity  of  the  common  enemy,  the  Artti's  and  Prohibitionists. 
All  and  every  effort  made  by  us  in  self  protection  of  necessity 
must  benefit  you  as  dealers,  for  it  is  a  fact  beyond  contradiction, 
"That  what  is  a  benefit  to  one,  must  be  a  benefit  to  both."  There- 
fore, it  behooves  us  to  try  and  formulate  some  process  which  will 
permit  of  us  working  in  harmony  with  each  other,  so  that  a  line 
of  action  offensive  and  defensive  may  be  worked  out. 

This  must  be  done  if  you,  as  dealers,  and  we,  as  employes, 
desire  to  enjoy  the  right  to  continue  in  the  business  of  our  chosen 
calling.  The  evolution  taking  place  in  the  liquor  business  teaches 
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those  who  are  engaged  in  it,  the  necessity  of  organization,  if  they 
desire  to  receive  the  protection  needed  to  continue  in  the  busi- 
ness. This  protection  can  only  come  through  organization.  The 
necessity  for  organization  is  an  admitted  fact  in  ali  industrial 
circles :  if  that  is  so,  why  not  those  in  the  liquor  traffic  avail  them- 
selves of  the  protection  which  comes  through  organization? 

Our  object  in  appearing  before  this  convention  is  to  see  if 
some  plan  cannot  be  outlined  to  bring  about  a  close  affiliation 
between  your  Association  and  this  organization  we  represent  ^  so 
that  both  the  dealer  and  his  employes  may  make  common  cause 
against  those  who  seek  to  destroy  our  means  of  getting  a  liveli- 
hood. Events  which  have  taken  place  in  recent  years,  should 
teach  us  the  need  of  perfecting  some  kind  of  an  organization  for 
our  mutual  protection. 

This  International  is  in  affiliation  with  the  Trade  Union  Move- 
ment, and  through  that  affiliation,  has  the  support  of  those  af- 
filiated with  that  movement,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  following  ac- 
tion taken  by  the  several  State  and  central  bodies  composing  the 
Trade  Union  Movement  within  our  several  States,  as  follows : 
The  following  resolution  from  the  Wisconsin  State  Federation 
shows  the  stand  of  the  Trade  Union  Movement,  and  is  but  one  of 
the  manv  adopted  by  the  several  State  federations  affiliated  with 
this  movement. 

"Whereas,  the  Prohibition  movement'  is  dealing  with  the  ef- 
fects and  not  the  cause,  of  which  they  (the  Prohibitionists)  con- 
tend is  the  greatest  social  evil,  and  their  efforts  will  therefore 
have  no  influence  to  improve  or  remove  any  of  the  social  and 
economical  defects  of  society,  but  will  merely  drive  the  people 
from  their  established  habits  of  temperate  indulgence  to  secret 
debauchery  and,  in  the  last  analysis,  change  an  open  and  public 
manufacture  and  use,  to  secret  and  individual  production  of 
alcohol ;  and, 

"Whereas,  These  fanatics  propose  legislation,  which  will  take 
away  the  weekly  earnings  of  tens  of  thousands  of  wage  earners, 
thereby  breaking  up  their  homes  and  disrupting  their  family  ties, 
and 

"Whereas,  Wisconsin  prohibition  has  proven  that  it  does  not 
prohibit,  but  leads  to  secret  use  of  the  vilest  sorts  of  alcoholic 
drinks,  to  hypocrisy  and  corruption :  Therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  the  Wisconsin  State  Federation  of  Labor 
in  "Convention  assembled,  declares  in  no  uncertain  terms  to  all 
officials  (legislative  and  executive)  elected  by  the  votes  of  the 
wage-earners,  that  a  stringent  stand  should  be  taken  against  and 
all  measures  that  lead  to  prohibition." 
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This  from  the  Indiana  State  Federation  of  Labor : 

"That  this  organization  does  enter  into  most  emphatic  protest 
against  any  further  tampering  with  State  or  municipal  laws  that 
have  for  their  purpose  the  closing  of  such  establishments,  and  the 
prevention  of  making  or  vending  the  products  of  breweries,  dis- 
tilleries and  vineyards ;  and 

"Resolved,  That  we  hereby  appeal  to  our  membership 
throughout  the  State  to  decline  to  vote  for  or  aid  in  any  manner 
whatever  any  party  or  organization  that  has  for  its  purpose  the 
restricting  of  'the  rights  of  personal  liberty  of  men  and  women  of 
the  State,  or  that  may  become  such  hereafter ;  and 

"Resolved,  That  we  are  thoroughly  opposed  to  any  legislation 
that  does  not  contemplate  the  right  to  live  and  labor  under  just 
and  proper  conditions,  giving  to  each  citizen  the  freedom  granted 
to  him  by  the  constitution  of  the  land,  that  he  may  worship 
where  he  pleases,  and  in  his  own  way ;  that  he  may  eat  and  drink 
that  which  he  believes  is  best  for  himself,  and  not  what  fanatical 
reformers  may  permit  him  to  take." 

The  trade  unions  of  South  Dakota  utter  this  warning  against 
prohibition,  the  destroyer  of  labor: 

"We  have  our  homes  and  families  here  and  want  to  stay,  but 
the  adoption  of  the  County  Prohibition  Bill  will  destroy  our  op- 
portunities and  that  of  thousands  of  others  to  earn  a  living  in 
this  State. 

"We  reaffirm  our  allegiance  to  that  cardinal  principle  of  juris- 
prudence, which  assures  equal  rights  to  all  and  special  privileges 
to  none.  We  condemn  class  legislation ;  we  brand  the  proposed 
law  not  only  unfair,  but  un-American,  and  we  call  upon  the 
workingmen  of  South  Dakota  to  lend  their  support  to  the  defeat 
of  this  infamous  and  obnoxious  measure,  as  its  adoption  would 
establish  a  dangerous  precedent." 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  resolutions  passed  by  the  several 
State  and  central  bodies  within  the  Trade  Union  Movement,  in 
all  of  which  our  organization  is  affiliated,  and  it  is  through  said 
affiliation  this  action  has  been  taken.  At  a  recent  convention  of 
this  international,  action  looking  to  increase  of  per  capita  tax  to 
provide  means  to  continue  our  fight  against  the  prohibition  move- 
ment was  taken,  and  it  is  due  to  our  activity  that  the  agitation 
directed  against  the  District  of  Columbia  was  not  successful : 
this  is  but  one  of  the  many  instances  where  the  activity  of  this 
International  and  its  affiliated  local  unions  have  prevented  the 
prohibition  movement  from  gaining  a  foot-hold. 

That  the  State  of  Texas  is  not  prohibition  can  be  ascribed 
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to  the  good  work  done  on  the  part  of  our  affiliated  locals  in  that 
State. 

At  all  of  the  several  hearings  which  took  place  before  the 
Legislatures  of  the  different  States,  there  could  be  found  repre- 
sentatives of  this  International  very  active,  this  activity  in  most 
cases  preventing  the  encroachment  of  the  common  enemy  upon 
the  liquor  business. 

Therefore,  we  desire  to  inject  at  this  time  a  transcript  from 
an  address  made  before  the  National  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers' 
Protective  Association,  held  at  Atlantic  City,  and  delivered  by 
Mr.  A.  J.  Sinstein  of  Pittsburg,  entitled, 

THE  NEED  OF  A  BROADER  VIEW, 

calling  the  attention  of  all  those  engaged  in  the  liquor  traffic  to 
the  need  of  concerted  action,  looking  towards  the  organizing  of 
every  element  engaged  in  said  traffic  to  work  as  a  unit  towards 
its  protection,  in  the  following  eloquent  manner :  It  may  be  that 
the  opposition  of  one  branch  of  the  business  against  the  other 
will  defeat  one-sided  measures,  but  it  would  be  unusual  to  obtain 
success  without  full  co-operation  of  every  element  composing 
trade  influence.  It  is  no  sacrifice  to  display  mutuality,  it  is  a 
necessity  to  secure  the  best  obtainable.  It  follows  that  there 
cannot  be  solid  success  without  co-operation.  This  is  imprac- 
ticable without  organization.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  member  of 
the  trade  to  connect  himself  with  the  particular  trade  organiza- 
tion representing  his  interest.  To  withhold  is  to  elect  to  let  others 
pay  the  freight.  Carping  criticism  is  not  only  unfair  but  danger- 
ous. Assist,  but  assist  helpfully.  Do  not  strike  by  striking  over 
the  head  of  any  other  organization.  In  most  cases  the  purpose 
is  obvious.  State  organizations,  and  even  some  special  organiza- 
tions, are  a  benefit  to  the  trade  and  have  done  a  great  good,  but 
don't  arrogate  all  influence  and  achievement  to  them,  simply  to 
secure  borrowed  reputation.  There  is  a  sphere  and  glory  enough 
for  them  all.  None  are  self-sufficient.  National  associations  can- 
not do  State  work,  nor  can  any  State  association  wield  the  in- 
fluence of  any  well  organized  national  association.  Special  as- 
sociations delegate  to  themselves  certain  work,  and  when  they 
intrude  without  full  consultation  on  the  work  of  general  associa- 
tions, they  do  not  only  defeat  their  own  purpose,  but  make  more 
difficult  the  securing  of  success  by  others.  Mutual  conference 
and  cb-operation  should  be  the  rule.  This  is  particularly  perti- 
nent^ as  to  State  associations.  Agitation  and  success  in  one  sec- 
tion spreads  to  another,  excuse  or  no  excuse,  so  from  necessity 
there  is  interdependence.  National  associations  having  a  wider 
outlook  can  be  of  immeasurable  benefit  to  State  associations,  and, 


in  turn,  by  their  help  greatly  benefit  themselves.  It  follows  that 
on  matters  of  common  interest,  it  would  promote  the  good  of 
all  for  the  associations  representing  the  various  branches  of  the 
liquor  business  to  work  together  unitedly  and  understandingly. 

Tens  of  thousands  of  men  are  engaged  in  the  liquor  business. 
They  have  invested  in  it  millions  of  dollars.  Many  of  them 
know  no  other  business;  their  comfort  and  the  comfort  of  their 
families  and  other  families  depend  upon  it.  When  conducted  ac- 
cording to  law  it  is  as  honorable  and  as  legitimate  as  any 
other  business.  It  is  prejudicially  assailed.  Extermination  is  the 
avowed  purpose.  This  is  not  a  dream,  for  legislation  to  that  end 
has  already  been  adopted  in  many  States.  It  is  mentored  by  a 
powerful  organization.  All  are  threatened.  The  right  is  on  the 
side  of  the  trade.  The  honest  public  sentiment  is  for  reasonable 
regulation  rather  than  for  an  attempt  at  extermination.  The 
best  judgment  of  the  trade  is  in  accord  with  the  necessity  of 
reasonable  regulation.  Is  the  trade  doing  right  for  itself  not  to 
stand  as  one?  It  has  intelligence  and  appreciation.  In  danger 
difference  of  opinion  should  be  dropped,  selfish  advantage  put 
aside.  When  working  as  one  the  trade  is  a  tower  of  strength.. 
This  has  been  exemplified  in  a  number  of  recent  State  fights. 
The  need  is  a  broader  view,  both  on  the  part  of  the  individuals 
composing  the  trade  and  the  organizations  representing  it.  It 
will  tend  to  unity,  co-operation  and  success.  Much  is  at  stake; 
it  is  worth  while. 

This  gentleman  is,  in  our  minds,  along  the  lines  of  progress, 
words  of  wisdom  which  should  be  heeded  by  all  those  engaged  in 
the  liquor  business,  and  an  organization  perfected  which  will 
take  into  its  fold  every  one  engaged  in  it,  for  mutual  protection, 
as  well  as  to  fight  the  common  enemy. 

We  desire  to  continue  along  the  lines  we  have  followed  so 
successfully  in  the  past,  and  ask  you  to  try  and  render  to  us  such 
assistance  as  it  may  be  possible  to  do.  So  that  in  all  conflicts 
with  the  common  enemy  we  may  work  hand  in  hand,  by  so  doing 
present  a  solid  front  to  all  those  who  seek  to  destroy  the  business 
we  are  interested  in.  I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  a  secfibnfih 
the  constitution  of  this  International,  Section  15.  Every  mem- 
ber not  a  citizen  by  birth  .or  naturalization  coming  from  coun- 
tries other  than  covered  by  the  name  and  charter  of  this  Inter- 
national Union,  shall  be  held  to  make  his  declaration  of  intention 
to  become  a  citizen  and  perfect  his  naturalization  as  soon  as  en- 
titled thereto.  This  is  one  of  the  provisions  we  make  towards 
placing  ourselves  in  a  position  to  protect  the  business  we  derive 
a  living  from,  and  past  events  have  raught  us  the  best  kind  of 
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protection  to  this  business  is  to  have  the  votes  when  the  propo- 
sitions aimed  to  destroy  are  placed  before  the  citizens  for  their 
consideration. 

We  have  worked  unceasingly  in  our  efforts  to  protect  our 
right  to  earn  our  living  at  our  chosen  calling, — in  so  doing  have 
appealed  to  our  friends  in  the  labor  movement  to  come  to  our 
support.  That  they  have  complied  is  evidenced  in  the  above  reso- 
lutions passed  in  the  various  bodies  affiliated,  all  of  which  as- 
sistance given  us  must  of  necessity  benefit  you.  But  it  will  be 
but  a  question  of  how  long  we  can  retain  this  assistance,  and 
the  question  as  to  how  long  must  be  answered  by  you.  That 
there  is  an  uneasy  feeling  beginning  to  crop  out  is  in  evidence 
when  we  inform  you  that  the  question  has  been  put  to  us  on 
several  occasions:  What  are  the  dealers  in  the  large  cities  do- 
ing for  you  in  return  for  the  work  you  have  been  doing  for 
them?  The  time  for  promise  is  past,  action  is  needed  to  retain 
this  assistance  in  the  future.  So,  gentlemen,  what  we  desire  to 
call  your  attention  to,  and  ask  that  you  take  action  upon,  is  to 
see  to  it  for  your  own  protection  that  those  in  your  employ  be- 
come members  of  an  organization  that  is  forced  to  protect  the 
interests  of  the  business  you  are  here  to  legislate  for,  so  that 
with  your  assistance,  we  may  perfect  this  organization,  and  in  so 
doing  bring  about  a  perfect  organization  of  liquor  dealers,  and  by 
so  doing  be  in  a  position  to  defeat  any  and  all  pernicious  legisla- 
tion aimed  to  destroy  the  business  we  are  all  itnerested  in, — 
your  committee  having  met  our  committee,  mapped  out  a  line  of 
action  to  follow,  which  has  been  followed  as  far  as  the  limited 
time  at  our  disposal  would  permit,  and  we  hope  this  convention 
will  take  such  action  as  in  its  judgment  will  bring  about  the 
desired  results,  so  that  in  the  future  we  may,  through  some  mu- 
tual understanding  or  agreement,  be  able  to  formulate  some  sys- 
tem which  will  mean  perfect  organization  of  those  in  your  em- 
ploy through  affiliation  with  this  organization,  so  that  the  city 
of  Chicago  as  well  as  the  State  of  Illinois  may  be  in  a  position  to 
regain  what  has  been  lost. 

We  feel  that  if  such  an  agreement  or  understanding  can  be 
reached  it  will  prove  beneficial  to  both  organizations,  for  inas- 
much as  our  interests  are  so  closely  allied,  a  mutual  understand- 
ing cannot  fail  but  be  a  benefit  to  both.  In  this  way  the  Associa- 
tion of  Liquor  Dealers  will  benefit  by  having  every  dealer  within 
the  association,  while  the  organization  will  be  benefited  by  hav- 
ing fhose  employed  by  you  within  its  ranks,  in  this  way  strength- 
ening our  position  to  combat  those  who  seek  our  destruction. 

Gentlemen,  we  assure  you  it  is  our  intention  to  co-operate 
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with  you  in  an  endeavor  to  bring  about  such  a  condition  of  af- 
fairs, so  that  in  its  realization  we  may  bring  about  such  results 
as  will  have  a  tendency  to  elevate  the  liquor  business  to  such  a 
standard  as  to  attract  the  best,  class  .of  citizens  to  enter  into  it. 
In  this  way  bring  to  it  the  respect  of  the:  public  in  general,  so 
that  in  the"  very  near  fjitufe  itssstandihg  in  this  country  will  have 
reached  that  it  now  holds  in  the  countries  of  Europe. 

The  liquor  business  is  a  legitimate  business,  entitled  to  every 
protection  of  law.  Why,  .therefore,  is*it  permitted  in  this  land 
of  the  free,  to  confiscate  -your  property  andV«destroy  the  labor  .of 
a  lifetime  freely  to  satisfy  the. whims  ,of  .j&fratics,  who  under  the 
guise  of  reformers,  see.k  to'  force  people  into 'heaven  through  the 
medium  of  (legislation,— who  proving  themselves  failures  within 
the  folds  of  the  church,  carry  their  fanaticism  into  politics,  seek- 
ing to  destroy  the  God-given  right  of  personal  .liberty.  Man 
when  created,  was  endowed  wtih  a  free  will.  .„  '.'God  made  man." 
Now  some  of  those  who  claim  to  be  His  ministers,  seek  to  undo 
the  work  of  the  Master,  and  through  legislation  force  man  to 
believe  as  they  do,  pr  be  damned.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  the 
churches  of  that  class  of  preachers  are  bare  of  followers,  and 
the  pews  ernpty,  or  that  the  congregations  cry  aloud,  "Good 
Lord  deliver  us  of  them !"  ? 

For  you  to  be  in  a  position  to  deliver  yourselves  from  the 
fanaticism  and  the  various  evils  they  bring  in  their  wake,  you 
must  perfect  your  organization,  elevate  the  business ;  by  so  do- 
ing you  need  not  fear  any -attack  made  upon  you,  for  then  you 
will  have  public  opinion  with  you,  that  great  moral  force  which 
overthows  every  kind  of  tyranny,  including  the  tyranny  being 
foisted"*  upon  the  public  through  the  prohibition  movement,  a 
movement  which  after  having. been  tried  for  more  than  fifty-(5o) 
years  has  nothing  to  show  but  failure.  "Prohibition  that  never 
has  or  never  can  prohibit." 

W£  desire  to  thank  you  for  your  courtesy  in  permitting  us  to 
appear  before  you,  and  hope  this  meeting  will  bring  about  good 
results,  so  that  as  we  become  better  acquainted,  we  shall  under- 
stand each  other  better;  that  being  the  case,  the  object  of  our 
visit  will  become  an  "accomplished  fact  in  the  very  near  future. 

After  Mr.  Sullivan's  address  the  convention  took  a  recess. 
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SECOND  SESSION. 

The  second  session  of  the  convention  was  called  to  order 
promptly  at  4:30  by  President  Rohde,  who  introduced  to  the 
convention  Mr.  Timothy  L.  McDonough,  President  of  the  Na- 
tional Liquor  League  of  America. 

National  President  McDonough  delivered  a  most  interesting 
address  on  organization,  which  was  listened  to  with  marked  at- 
tention and  brought  forth  frequent  applause. 

NATIONAL    PRESIDENT    M'DONOUGH'S  ADDRESS. 

Mr.  McDonough,  in  part  said : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention — It  affords  me  a  very  great 
deal  of  pleasure  to  be  with  you  for  the  first  time.  I  have  heard 
much  of  your  conventions  and  the  systematic  way  in  which  you 
do  business. 

In  this  convention  is  the  great  machinery  that  moves  the  or- 
ganized trade,  not  only  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  but  throughout 
the  state  of  Illinois,  which,  it  is  universally  acknowledged,  has 
the  best  organization  of  liquor  dealers  in  the  United  States  and, 
I  believe,  in  the  world. 

It  was  through  your  instrumentality  and  in  this  very  hall 
that  the  National  Liquor  League  was  organized  in  1893,  and  you 
have  been  its  mainstay  ever  since. 

I  know  that  you  are  made  of  the  right  material  to  make 
good  organization  men.  I  judge  that  from  the  material  you 
send  as  delegates  to  our  national  conventions.  Your  president, 
Mr.  Rohde,  is  one  of  the  most  honored  and  respected  members 
of  our  Executive  Committee.  When  he  first  came  to  the  Na- 
tional Convention  a  few  years  ago,  we  did  not  like  him,  we 
thought  that  he  was  a  "Rough  Rider,"  and  wanted  to  scrap  with 
everybody.  But  we  soon  learned  that  he  was  honest  and  sin- 
cere in  his  methods  of  reform,  and  we  all  learned  to  admire  and 
respect  him  because  we  found  out  that  he  was  a  "straight  as  a 
string"  and  only  wanted  what  was  right.  He  brought  to  the 
national  convention  this  same  right  spirit  that  inspires  all  of  you 
here  to-day,  the  spirit  to  do  right  and  to  (be  honest  with  your- 
selves and  your  fellow  man  and  imbued  with  the  courage  and  am- 
bition to  carry  on  those  ideas  to  a  successful  issue. 

Our  National  Secretary  is  from  among  you  and  doubtless 
greatly  aided  you  in  building  up  your  present  successful  organi- 
zation. We  have  kept  him  in  office  for  these  many  years  because 
he  has  been  faithful  to  his  trust.  We  couldn't  get  along  without 
him,  and  while  his  pay  is  small  yet  he  is  rewarded  by  the  suc- 
cess of  his  work. 
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We  all  realize  the  present  condition  of  our  trade  and  we  know 
full  well  what  has  brought  this  about  and  it  is  not  necessary  for 
me  to  rehas'h  it  'here.  You  are  all  familiar  with  the  past.  It  is 
t'he  future  that  we  must  look  to  and  in  which  we.  are  all  most 
deeply  interested. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  talk  about  elevating  the  trade.  The 
way  to  do  this  is,. to  organize  and  teach  men  to  obey  the  law; 
then  your  business  will  elevate  itself.  Organization  will  bring 
men  to  your  meetings  and  become  a  party  to  your  deliberations. 
They  will  then  see  the  errors  of  their  ways;  they  will  clean  up 
their  places  and  help  you  to  elect  liberal-minded  men  to  positions 
of  importance.  Then  you  will  not  be  burdened  with  unjust  laws. 

Why  is  Illinois  one  of  the  freest  states  in  the  Union  with 
less  oppressive  laws?  It  is  on  account  of  your  great  organiza- 
tion and  the  grand  men  at  the  head  of  it.  I  fear  that  you  do  not 
realize  what  organization  has  been  to  your  state.  It  is  only  when 
you  go  over  over  to  Indiana  and  Ohio  and  see  men  robbed  of 
their  business  and  property  by  a  band  of  grafters  who  are  gull- 
ing the  public  and  deluding  innocent  people  that  you  realize  the 
great  benefit  your  organization  here  has  been  to  you.  Over  in 
those  states  the  liquor  men  were  fighting  one  another ;  they  were 
not  marching  as  one  man,  and,  as  a  result,  they  have  been  ruth- 
lessly slaughtered,  and  it  was  only  when  they  enlisted  the  aid  of 
all  lovers  of  personal  liberty  were  they  able  to  resist  the  enemy 
and  turn  a  Republican  majority  of  70,000  for  president  into  a 
defeat  for  the  Prohibition-Republican  Governor  of  Ohio  and  the 
election  of  a  liberty-loving  Democrat. 

I  must  now  refer  to  some  of  the  good  work  that  our  National 
League  is  doing.  It  must  be  conceded  that  it  is  no  longer  an  ex- 
periment but  an  absolute  fact  and  necessity.  The  Prohibitionists 
motto  is  "ON  TO  WASHINGTON."  They  want  national  pro- 
hibition. They  want  to  bridle  the  mouths  of  the  people  by  na- 
tional laws.  They  have  done  this  in  our  large  cities  by  county 
option  and  by  state-wide  prohibition  where  the  trade  has  been 
sleeping.  Now  they  want  to  make  the  entire  country  dry  by  na- 
tional prohibition  laws.  Hence  the  absolute  necessity  of  our  na- 
tional organization. 

The  sixtieth  Congress  adjourned  on  March  4th,  leaving 
among  the  unfinished  business  the  twenty-nine  bills  that  had  been 
presented  for  its  consideration,  aimed  at  the  liquor  traffic,  and 
which  now  lie  buried  in  the  several  committees  to  which  they 
were  referred,  with  the  exception  of  that  pertaining  to  the  inter- 
state shipment  of  liquors. 

You  will  remember  that  Speaker  Cannon  and  other  able 
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constitutional  lawyers,  had  declared  the  Littlefield  and  Hepburn 
bills  unconstitutional,  and  received  the  most  severe  censure  from 
the  Prohibitionists  and  Anti-Saloonists  who  had  been  most  woe- 
fully deceived  by  their  ignorant  leaders  (who  always  pose  as 
"know-alls")  into  believing  that  the  opponents  of  the  Littlefield 
bill  were  favoring  liquor  legislation.  However,  at  the  closing 
hours  of  the  sixtieth  Congress,  through  a  "rider,"  the  interstate 
shipment  of  liquors  is  now  regulated.  An  amendment  to  the 
code  prohibits  C.  O.  D.  shipments  and  provides  for  the  marking 
of  packages  of  such  liquors  as  interstate  commerce  with  the 
ban  fide  name  of  the  consignee  and  the  nature  of  the  contents — 
a  regulation  that  will  in  no  way  interfere  with  the  legitimate 
liquor  dealer,  but  is  a  direct  slap  at  the  professional  prohibi- 
tionist who  secures  his  whisky  through  a  mail  order  house  and 
has  the  vile  stuff  marked  "soap."  Such  practices  are  now  pro- 
hibited under  this  new  law. 

Among  the  bills  that  were  smothered  was  the  Bennett  bill, 
providing  for  a  commission  of  five  members  of  each  House  to 
collect  information  regarding  the  liquor  traffic  in  this  country 
and  to  recommend  to  Congress  any  needful  legislation. 

This  bill  was  openly  opposed  by  the  alleged  representative  of 
the  Anti-Saloon  League  at  Washington,  who  knew  full  well 
that  such  a  commission  would,  like  the  famous  committee  of 
fifty,  reach  the  actual  truth  of  the  liquor  question  and  the  peo- 
ple would  no  longer  be  misled  by  the  mouthings  of  this  arro- 
gant fellow  who  was  kicked  out  of  Illinois  for  willfully  and 
maliciously  lying  after  a  mass  meeting  of  ministers  in  the  city 
of  Chicago  had  risen  in  open  revolt  at  his  deliberate  misrepre- 
sentations. 

It  shows  the  gross  insincerity  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  when 
they  openly  oppose  an  honest  investigation  of  this  important  ques- 
tion by  disinterested  persons  and  that  there  must  be  something 
rotten  in  their  methods  of  attack. 

The  special  session  of  Congress  now  deliberating  at  Wash- 
ington has  before  them  over  forty  bills  pertaining  to  the  liquor 
trade,  nearly  all  having  been  before  the  last  Congress,  which 
shows  the  activity  of  our  opponents  who  do  not  realize  failure 
in  their  efforts  to  throttle  the  will  of  the  people. 

Among  these  bills  is  one  of  direct  interest  to  us  all,  for  it 
proposes  to  raise  the  Retail  Liquor  Dealers'  tax  from  $25.00  to 
$50.00,  and  I  can  assure  you  that  this  and  other  of  the  bills  in 
which  we  are  interested  will  receive  the  watchful  attention  of 
our  Congressional  Committee  at  Washington. 

Another  bill  is  to  amend  the  constitution  to  forbid  the  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  United  States. 
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Representative  Humphreys,  of  Mississippi,  has  introduced  a 
bill  to  increase  the  tax  on  beer  to  $2.00  per  barrel,  and  on 
whisky  to  $1.50  per  gallon,  and  on  playing  cards  10  cents. 

When  the  tariff  bill  was  first  proposed  there  was  much  talk 
of  raising  the  internal  revenue  tax  on  beer  and  whisky,  but  so 
far  no  such  effort  has  been  made,  for  which  the  trade  may  be 
truly  thankful. 

The  various  State  Legislatures  have  adjourned ;  not  one  but 
has  been  busy  with  liquor  legislation  and  notwithstanding  the 
most  persistent  efforts  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  little  adverse 
legislation  has  been  enacted.  Submission  of  State-wide  Pro- 
hibition has  been  defeated  by  the  Legislatures  of  Arkansas,  Iowa, 
Florida,  Missouri  and  South  Dakota,  and  in  Indiana  and  Illinois 
the  legislatures  came  within  one  or  two  votes  of  repealing  the 
present  Local  Option  laws.  In  the  new  State  of  Oklahoma  the 
people  are  up  in  arms  as  the  Constitutional  Prohibition  law  does 
not  prohibit  and  the  sale  of  liquor  goes  on  just  the  same.  It  is 
planned  to  use  the  initiative  and  referendum  in  securing  a  State 
vote  on  repealing  Constitutional  Prohibition. 

In  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Connecticut,  Pennsylvania,  Wis- 
consin, Minnesota  and  many  other  States,  the  Anti-Saloon 
county  option  bill  was  defeated  in  the  Legislature,  and  we  can 
easily  see  the  rift  in  the  dark  clouds  that  bespeaks  better  days 
for  our  trade. 

I  would  draw  your  attention  to  the  change  in  the  attitude  of 
the  press  of  the  country.  Some  of  the  popular  magazines,  hop- 
ing to  cater  to  the  Prohibitionists,  have  openly  proclaimed  that 
their  pages  were  closed  to  liquor  advertisements.  To-day  some 
that  have  so  bitterly  opposed  our  interests  are  now  publishing 
interesting  articles  on  the  blighting  effect  of  Prohibition,  while 
leading  daily  papers  are  now  changing  front  and  publishing  in- 
teresting articles  on  true  temperance,  placing  that  important  ques- 
tion fairly  before  the  reading  public. 

Another  encouraging  feature  is  the  outspoken  language  of 
some  of  the  leading  ministers  of  the  country  on  this  important 
question,  both  from  the  platform  and  the  pulpit,  fearless  of  the 
contemptible  abuse  that  they  know  must  follow  from  the  lead- 
ers of  the  Prohibition  party  who  have  assailed  even  that  emi- 
nently respected  Prince  of  the  Catholic  Church,  Cardinal  Gib- 
bons, and  others,  for  boldly  denouncing  the  heathenish  doctrine 
of  Prohibition.  Prohibitionists  are  no  respecters  of  persons,  no 
one  has  a  right  to  think  differently  to  them,  they  have  no  decent 
respect  for  the  opinion  of  others,  either  as  to  their  religious  be- 
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lief  or  on  the  moral  question  of  temperance.  It  is  indeed  an  en- 
couraging condition  when  we  find  a  fearless  press  and  equally 
fearless  clergy  advocating  our  cause  without  regard  to  this  most 
contemptible  persecution. 

The  Anti-Saloon  League  and  its  managers  cannot  stand  the 
lime-light  of  public  opinion.  For  many  months  they  have  been 
under  the  most  grave  accusation,  not  from  our  side,  but  from 
their  own  people  who,  knowing  the  inner  corrupt  condition  of 
affairs  have  openly  denounced  them  and  demanded  an  open 
inquiry.  Recently  an  inquiry  was  started  by  District  Attorney 
Jerome  of  New  York,  and  when  the  books  of  the  New  York 
Anti-Saloon  League  were  demanded,  it  was  learned  that  they 
had  been  either  lost  or  destroyed.  Why? 

Rev.  U.  G.  Robinson,  until  recently  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Anti-Saloon  League  of  Missouri,  charged  before  a  Legis- 
lative committee  at  Lansing,  Mich.,  that  the  recent  report  of  the 
public  auditors  on  the  books  of  the  National  Anti-Saloon  League 
was,  to  say  the  least,  misleading,  inasmuch  as  the  firm  of  pub- 
lic accountants,  Covert,  McKnight  &  Co.,  of  Columbus,  Ohio, 
that  audited  the  books  and  commended  the  League  for  the 
methods  employed,  a  member  of  the  firm  being  Mr.  McKnight, 
the  hired  bookkeeper  of  the  League.  Why  this  gross  deception 
of  the  public  by  the  League  if  everything  was  honest  and  above 
board.  How  long  would  a  bank  or  insurance  company  retain 
the  confidence  of  the  public  if  it  were  known  that  its  confidential 
bookkeeper  was  the  one  and  the  same  public  accountant  who 
examined  and  audited  his  own  work  for  the  edification  of  the 
general  public?  There  must  be  something  radically  wrong  when 
such  doubtful  tactics  are  resorted  to.  It  is  none  of  our  business, 
but  the  general  public  who  contributes  the  funds  to  enable  the 
leaders  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  "to  live  sumptuously  every 
day"  have  a  right  to  know  why  such  tactics  are  employed. 

It  would  be  well  for  every  Retail  Liquor  Dealer  to  observe 
one  important  question,  and  it  is,  that  wherever  the  Prohibi- 
tionists have  been  most  successful,  the  trade  has  been  unorgan- 
ized. In  the  States  of  Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Tennessee 
and  Oklahoma,  now  Prohibition,  the  members  of  our  trade  were 
unorganized  and  utterly  indifferent  to  their  own  welfare.  In 
the  States  of  Michigan  and  Indiana,  in  which  so  many  places 
have  been  voted  dry  during  the  past  few  months,  there  is  no 
State  organizations  and  only  a  few  scattered  local  associations, 
showing  a  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  those  most  concerned 
and  proving  conclusively  that  a  "house  divided  againt  itself" 
must  fall.  While  in  the  well  organized  States,  Wisconsin  for 
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instance,  the  attacks. of  the  Anti-Saloonists  were  successfully  re- 
pulsed. 

It  is  absolutely  necessary  for  all  interests  to  awake,  the 
Retailer,  the  Brewer  and  the  Wholesaler,  the  Cigarmaker  and 
all  allied  interests  must  unite  for  general  protection.  The  man 
who  shirks  his  duty  at  this  time  should  be  driven  out  of  busi- 
ness. The  press  is  beginning  to  realize  the  importance  of  the 
question  and  that  it  demands  fair  treatment.  Business  and  pub- 
lic men  are  realizing  the  destruction  of  business  that  follows  in 
the  wake  of  Prohibition,  and  the  laboring  man  sees  factories 
closed,  and  himself  crowded  out  by  those  who  are  forced  to  seek 
other  employment  by  the  closing  of  cooper  shops,  glass  works, 
furniture  factories  and  many  other  commercial  institutions  that 
are  so  closely  allied  with  the  Brewery,  Wholesale  and  Retail 
Liquor  trade  that  has  been  destroyed  by  the  fallacy  of  Prohibi- 
tion. In  Union  is  strength,  and  with  Right  and  Might  on  our 
side  the  Prohibition  hosts  can  no  longer  prevail  against  us.  Then 
let  us  all  be  up  and  doing. 

I  must  again  ask  all  engaged  in  our  trade  to  realize  the  fact 
that  but  one  "dive"  saloon  will  place  its  curse  upon  a  hundred 
well  regulated,  law-abiding  saloons.  In  the  interest  of  self- 
protection  the  backer  of  a  disreputable  place  must  close  it.  Com- 
mon decency  demands  it  and  his  own  financial  interests  suffer 
by  its  continuance,  be  he  brewer  or  not.  There  is  no  money  in 
a  "dive"  saloon  and  it  is  a  moral  and  financial  failure. 

The  legitimate  saloon  is  known  as  the  working  man's  club; 
it  is  the  place  where  the  hard  working  man  can  enjoy  his  glass 
of  beer  and  receive  renewed  strength  and  encouragement  from 
it,  and  to  the  laboring  man  and  his  union  we  should  be  ever 
loyal.  See  that  all  your  goods  and  the  packages  containing  them 
bear  the  union  label.  See  that  the  blue  label  is  upon  your  cigar 
boxes,  and  above  all,  see  that  your  employes  belong  to  their  un- 
ion. If  in  union  there  is  strength,  see  to  it  that  your  employes 
have  enough  respect  for  their  trade  and  for  their  employer  whose 
business  and  money  is  at  stake,  to  join  their  respective  unions  and 
aid  in  this  struggle  for  right  and  liberty. 

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  H.  F.  Gronbeck,  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
presented  a  report  to  the  effect  that  the  books  of  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  were  correct  in  every  respect  and  that  the  Treas- 
urer had  handed  to  the  commmittee  a  certified  check  for  the 
balance  on  hand. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  John  Cervenka,  duly  seconded  by  Mr. 
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Henry  Von  Meeteren,  the  report  was  accepted  and  the  certified 
check  ordered  to  be  returned  to  the  Treasurer. 

Mr.  Henry  F.  Maiwurm,  chairman  of  the  Resolution  Com- 
mittee, presented  the  following: 

RESOLUTIONS. 

The  District  of  Cook  Liquor  Dealers'  Protective  Association  of 

Illinois,  in  Annual  Convention  Assembled: 

Gentlemen — Your  Committee  on  Resolutions  respectfully  pre- 
sent the  following  report  and  move  its  adoption : 

Whereas,  The  District  of  Cook  Liquor  Dealers'  Protective 
Association  of  Illinois,  in  its  Thirtieth  Annual  Convention  em- 
phasizes the  belief  that  the  period  which  has  elapsed  since  its 
last  convention  has  been  a  most  important  and  momentous  one 
and  records  with  much  gratification  that,  notwithstanding  the 
many  adverse  criticisms  that  have  arisen  in  the  development  and 
expansion  of  various  forms  of  antagonism  against  our  business, 
the  officers  and  members  have  never  in  the  past  been  more  thor- 
oughly alive  to  the  value  of  organized  effort,  and  a  clear  and 
comprehensive  understanding  of  the  responsibility  which  devolves 
upon  the  District  of  Cook  and  those  organizations  which  are  af- 
filiated with  it,  as  at  the  present  time.  The  amount  of  intel- 
ligence and  active  work  done  in  this  organization  and  in  all  of  its 
affiliated  local  associations  is  a  matter  of  much  satisfaction  and 
should  be,  and  no  doubt  will  be  accepted  as  a  guarantee  of  re- 
newed effort  along  the  same  lines  in  the  future.  The  activity 
of  the  opponents  of  the  liquor  traffic,  under  their  several  classi- 
fications has  been  so  keen  and  persistent  that  the  best  thought 
of  our  trade  has  come  forth  in  harmonious  accord  to  participate 
in  a  general  and  uniform  plan  in  conjunction  with  the  other 
branches  of  the  business  for  its  protection  and  a  proper  presenta- 
tion of  its  claims  in  the  court  of  American  fair  play,  fully  con- 
scious in  a  realization  that  with  due  publicity  and  a  constant  show- 
ing of  the  trade's  side  of  the  issue,  justice  must  and  will  assert 
itself  in  behalf  of  an  industry  that  has  been  over-legislated,  over- 
abused  and  overtaxed  in  the  furtherance  of  a  creed  or  cult  that 
is  basically  un-American  and  at  absolute  variance  with  every 
principle  of  liberty,  civic  righteousness,  economics,  common  sense 
and  common  justice. 

In  urging  the  necessity  for  extension  of  our  organization  and 
the  exercise  of  our  efforts  to  their  maximum  possibilities  in  up- 
lifting our  business  to  the  highest  plane  possible,  and  shaping  it, 
as  well  as  we  can,  to  conform  with  rational  public  opinion  as 
against  the  behests  of  those  who  would  exterminate  the  industry. 
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We  reiterate  our  declaration  of  principles,  and  call  upon  the 
press  of  the  country,  with  its  long-cherished  reputation  for  re- 
viewing public  questions  in  an  impartial  manner,  to  extend  a  rea- 
sonable recognition  of  our  claims  and  give  them  as  much  promi- 
nence as  it  does  those  of  the  opposition. 

We  therefore  state  our  views  as  well  as  our  aims  and  pur- 
poses as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  liquor  trade  in  its  several  branches  has 
ever  been  and  will  continue  to  be  an  honorable,  legitimate  and 
necessary  branch  of  business  activity,  and  that  whenever  not  re- 
stricted by  local  enactments,  is  conducted  by  high-minded,  self- 
respecting  citizens ; 

Resolved,  That,  as  business  men,  we  submit  to  all  fair-minded 
citizens  the  folly  of  imposing  oppressive  or  restrictive  regulations 
and  taxation  upon  a  legitimate  business,  which  contributes  such 
an  exceptionally  large  proportion  of  the  public  revenue ; 

Resolved,  That  while  recognizing  that  an  adjustment  of  the 
anomalies  which  exist  in  our  calling  have  forced  it  to  be  recog- 
nized as  a  national  question,  demanding  a  full  measure  of  con- 
sideration in  its  relation  to  the  public  weal,  and  is  now  receiving 
the  earnest  consideration  of  our  foremost  economists  removed 
from  the  field  of  frenzied  agitation,  we  express  the  hope  that 
every  branch  of  our  industry  will  unite  and  co-operate  each  with 
the  other  for  the  elimination  of  any  actual  condition  from  which 
our  business  suffers; 

Resolved,  That  we  deprecate  the  existence  of  continued  agi- 
tation by  numerous  organizations,  in  as  many  guises,  to  harass 
the  liquor  traffic  by  the  formulation  of  specious  legislative  enact- 
ments, brought  forward  professedly  in  the  public  interests,  but 
in  reality  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  disturbance  of  the  trade, 
thereby  making  it  so  precarious  that  in  time,  after  years  of  con- 
tinued coercion  and  oppression,  our  opponents  hope  that  it  will 
be  wholly  exterminated ; 

Resolved,  That  prohibition  and  local  option  being  practically 
one  and  the  same,  and  failing  in  every  respect  either  to  prohibit 
or  prevent  the  sale  of  liquor  or  bring  about  any  moral  result 
beneficial  to  the  general  public  wherever  tested,  we  protest  against 
the  maintenance  of  agitation  favoring  these  doctrines,  mindful 
that  prohibition  in  any  form  tends  to  the  establishment  of  direct 
taxation,  the  illicit  sale  of  liquor,  the  abridgment  of  liberty,  dis- 
crimination against  the  poor  and  in  favor  of  the  rich,  the  cur- 
tailment of  revenues  for  schools  and  other  public  purposes,  and 
the  constant  readjustment  of  the  routine  conduct  of  State,  coun- 
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ty  and  municipal  governments,  by  reason  of  experimenting  and 
alternating  from  "wet"  to  "dry,"  and  vice  versa. 

Resolved,  That  while  conceding  the  right  of  all  citizens  to 
form  leagues,  alliances,  and  organizations  in  general  for  all  moral 
and  legitimate  purposes,  we  repeat  our  conviction,  amply  sus- 
tained by  corroborative  testimony,  that  the  Anti-Saloon  League 
is  a  menace  to  good  government,  the  quietude  of  communities 
and  vested  property  rights,  and  exists  for  no  other  purpose  than 
to  provide  occupation  and  revenue  for  the  members  of  a  close 
corporation  by  the  processes  of  perpetual  agitation.  Local  option 
is  but  another  name  for  prohibition  and  is  equally  confiscatory  in 
its  assaults  upon  property  rights,  without  the  presentation  of  any 
plan  of  compensation  for  disturbance  and  deprivation  of  busi- 
ness good  will,  as  well  as  the  substitution  of  revenues  to  offset 
those  discontinued  by  the  adoption  of  the  local  option  principle; 

Resolved,  That  the  following  principles  shall  be  the  guide  of 
this  association  in  judging  of  the  conduct  of  its  members,  and 
that  any  member  failing  and  refusing  to  regulate  his  business 
and  conduct  in  accordance  with  these  principles,  shall  be  deemed 
unfaithful  to  the  Association;  and 

Resolved,  Further,  that  this  Association  disapproves  the  grant- 
ing of  a  license  to  any  person  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  or  to  a  person  not  deemed  qualified  to  conduct  his  busi- 
ness in  accordance  with  the  principles  herein  set  forth ;  and  ap- 
proves the  revoking  of  the  license  of  any  retail  liquor  dealer  who 
does  not  faithfully  observe  the  laws  for  the  regulation  of  the  traf- 
fic, and,  to  this  end,  we  will  seek  the  cooperation  of  the  brew- 
ers, the  wholesale  liquor  dealers,  and  all  allied  businesses  and 
trades. 

The  duties  of  retail  liquor  dealers  are : 

To  obey  all  ordinances. 

To  refuse  to  sell  liquor  to  any  intoxicated  person,  or  to  any 
known  inebriate  or  minor. 

To  prohibit  the  serving  of  drinks  to  any  female,  to  be  drank 
at  any  public  bar. 

To  prevent  gambling  for  money  in  any  and  all  forms  upon 
the  premises. 

To  so  conduct  your  place  of  business  that  your  neighbors 
will  feel  it  is  a  necessity,  instead  of  a  hindrance  to  the  neighbor- 
hood, and  to  respect  the  wishes  of  your  neighbors  in  every  pos- 
sible way. 

To  discontinue  the  unnecessary  display  of  beer  kegs  and 
whisky  barrels  in  front  of  your  place  of  business. 
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To  discourage  the  use  of  cut  rate  and  unnecessary  signs  in  or 
about  your  place  of  business. 

To  discontinue  the  promiscuous  giving  of  Christmas  presents 
in  any  form  whatever  to  the  customers  of  your  place. 

To  look  to  the  deportment  of  your  employes  in  or  about  your 
place  of  business  and  to  see  that  at  all  times  they  conduct  them- 
selves properly,  and  never  appear  under  the  influence  of  liquor. 

To  stop  the  sale  of  5-cent  growlers,  and  limit  the  sale  of  beer 
in  buckets  to  residents  of  the  immediate  neighborhood;  and  not 
to  sell  or  give  beer  in  a  bucket  to  promiscuous  persons  to  be 
drank  upon  the  streets.. 

To  prevent  disorderly  conduct  and  indecent  language  in  or 
about  your  place  of  business,  as  well  as  the  loafing  of  disorderly 
persons  in  or  about  the  place. 

To  exclude  from  all  saloons  and  public  bars  all  indecent  pic- 
tures, or  cards,  and  to  discourage  the  use  of  indecent  pictures  or 
labels  for  advertising  purposes  by  the  makers  of,  or  dealers  in 
liquors,  or  cigars,  or  cigarettes,  or  other  goods,  that  are  handled 
by  saloons. 

To  regard  and  treat  all  fellow  liquor  dealers  who  violate  these 
rules  of  conduct  as  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  the  retail 
liquor  trade. 

Resolved,  We  again  reiterate  that  we  believe  in  the  law  and 
the  enforcement  of  it  which  forbids  the  sale  of  intoxicants  to 
minors,  to  men  intoxicated,  and  to  men  who  are  habitually  in- 
toxicated, but  we  appeal  to  all  fair-minded  liberal  men  to  aid 
us  in  procuring  the  enactment  of  a  law  that  in  cases  of  habitual 
drunkards,  written  notice  must  be  given  to  the  saloonkeeper  by 
some  proper  person  or  authority,  giving  the  name,  residence  and 
occupation  of  the  habitual.  The  punishment  of  one  saloonkeeper 
in  nowise  prevents  the  obtaining  and  procuring  of  intoxicants 
from  some  other  saloonkeeper  to  whom  he  is  a  stranger  and  to 
whom  his  habits  are  unknown.  We  stand  ready  and  willing  to 
obey  the  law  in  all  respects,  but  we  can  no  more  successfully 
guess  the  habits  of  a  man  than  can  other  members  of  a  com- 
munity who  are  engaged  in  other  lines  of  business.  We  ask  the 
people  of  the  state  of  Illinois  to  give  us  an  opportunity  to  faith- 
fully obey  the  law  upon  our  statute  books,  by  providing  a  law  as 
indicated.  We  desire  to  reform  the  habitual,  and  if  we  can  be 
informed  as  to  his  habits,  his  reformation  will  be  enforced  by 
cutting  off  his  source  of  supply. 

Resolved,  We  are  utterly  opposed  to  trusts  and  illegal  com- 
binations and  insist  that  all  such  shall  be  destroyed,  and  that  all 
corporations  engaged  in  the  transaction  of  business  be  kept  under 
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the  strict  supervision  and  dominion  of  the  authorities,  both  State 
and  national. 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  delegates  of  the  Thirtieth  Annual 
Convention  of  the  District  of  Cook,  heartily  approve  and  ratify 
the  actions  of  the  officers  and  Standing  Committees  of  this  Asso- 
ciation during  the  past  year,  and  we  fender  them  our  thanks  for 
the  admirable  manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  their  va- 
rious duties. 

Resolved,  That  the  entire  proceedings  of  this  convention  be 
printed  and  a  copy  of  the  same  sent  to  every  member  of  Cook 
county,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  seventy-five  dollars.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEES    ON    CONSTITUTIONS. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Thirtieth  Annual  Conven- 
tion of  the  District  of  Cook  Liquor  Dealers'  Protective  As- 
sociation of  Illinois: 

Gentlemen — We,  your  committee  appointed  to  suggest  cer- 
tain amendments  to  our  Constitution  and  submit  the  same  sub- 
ject to  your  Constitution  Committee,  beg  leave  to  report  as 
follows : 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  Constitution, 
preamble  and  declaration  of  principle: 

CONSTITUTION. 

Whereas,  It  has  become  self-evident  that  to  preserve  the  vo- 
cations of  its  members  in  such  manner  that  they  may  pursue 
them  honorably  and  legally,  without  fear  or  favor,  that  an  or- 
ganization be  formed  to  be  known  as  the  District  of  Cook  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Liquor  Dealers'  Protective  Association, 
with  authority  over  all  local  associations  chartered  by  said  as- 
sociation within  the  County  of  Cook,  State  of  Illinois,  for  the 
purpose  of  protecting  its  members  against  the  enactment  of  un- 
just and  fanatical  laws,  and  to  lend  their  aid,  influence  and 
votes  to  defeat  any  and  all  candidates  for  offices  of  public  trust 
who  will  not  give  positve  and  public  assurance  of  their  willing- 
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ness  to  urge  and  vote  for  such  just  and  equitable  laws  as  the 
members  of  the  association,  in  common  with  other  god  citizens 
and  honest  merchants,  are  entitled  to. 

The  association  therefore  urges  upon  all  dealers  throughout 
the  County  of  Cook  to  combine  in  their  various  localities  and 
demand  their  rights  as  American  citizens. 

BY-LAWS. 

That  the  by-laws  of  this  organization  be  the  same  as  that 
known  as  the  Constitution,  with  the  following  amendments: 

That  Article  I,  Section  i,  be  stricken  out  and  the  following 
be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof: 

ARTICLE  I. 

NAMES  AND   POWERS. 

Section  I.  This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  District 
of  Cook,  of  the  Liquor  Dealers'  Protective  Association  of  Illi- 
nois, with  power  to  make  and  amend  its  own  Constitution,  rules 
and  by-laws  for  the  government  of  this  association. 

Sec.  2.  The  District  of  Cook  of  the  Liquor  Dealers'  Pro- 
tective Association  of  Illinois  shall  embrace  within  its  jurisdic- 
tion all  local  associations  in  the  County  of  Cook  who  are  exist- 
ing and  working  under  a  charter  granted  by  the  Liquor  Dealers' 
Protective  Association  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Amend  Article  II  by  striking  out  Sections  i,  2,  3  and  4  and 
substituting  the  following: 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECTS. 

,  Section  i.  The  objects  of  this  association  are  to  protect, 
uphold  and  defend  the  personal  and  civil  liberties  of  its  mem- 
bers. 

Sec.  2.  To  defend  its  members  on  all  unjust  and  fanatical 
prosecutions  for  alleged  violations  of  the  "Dram-shop  Act"  in 
the  Circuit,  Superior  and  Criminal  Courts  of  Cook  County,  the 
Municipal  Courts  and  before  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  Cook 
County,  when  the  prosecution  or  cause  of  action  sued  for  oc- 
curred by  reason  of  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  by  a  member 
when  said  member  was  in  good  financial  standing  in  his  local 
association  at  the  time  such  prosecution  of  suit  is  instituted,  and 
who  shall  remain  in  good  financial  standing  during  the  pen- 
dency of  such  prosecution  or  suit. 

Sec.  3.  To  aid  in  securing  to  its  members  so  long  as  they 
conduct  their  business  in  an  orderly  and  proper  manner,  the

same  rights  and  privileges  which  the  law  accords  and  the  Con- 
stitution guarantees  to  all  other  classes  of  business,  and  the 
District  of  Cook  shall  have  power  to  take  action  and  attend  to 
all  matters  within  the  County  of  Cook  that  shall  be  for  the  best 
interest  of  its  members. 

Amend  Article  VIII,  Section  4,  by  striking  .out  $25.00  on 
the  fourth  line  of  said  section  and  inserting  therefor  $10.00,  and 
striking  out  the  three  following  lines,  and  also  Section  5  of 
said  Article. 

And  we  'would  also  recommend  the  amendment  to  Article 
III  by  adding  Section  5,  as  follows: 

Sec.  5.  The  following  shall  be  the  Order  of  Business  gov- 
erning the  convention: 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

1.  Calling  the  Convention  to  order  by  the  President. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Official  Call  by  the  Secretary. 

3.  Appointment  of  Committee  on  Credentials. 

4.  Roll-call  of  Officers  and  Associations. 

5.  Report  of  Committee  on  Credentials. 

6.  Reports  of  Officers. 

7.  Appointments  of  Standing  Committees  on  By-Laws,  Reso- 

lutions and  Finance. 

8.  Addresses. 

9.  Report?  of  Committees. 

10.  Unfinished  Business. 

11.  New  Business. 

12.  Good  and  Welfare. 

13.  Election  of  Officers. 

We  would  also  recommend  that  each  local,  in  addition  to  the 
nam:.-  it  now  bears,  shall  be  numbered  in  the  order  in  which  they 
were  organized.

To  the  Liquor  Dealers'  District  Convention,  Greeting: 

A  few  plain  words  to  our  friends  in  the  liquor  business. 

We  are  in  a  struggle  to  maintain  sufficient  wages  to  enable 
us  to  live  decently  as  well  as  to  afford  us  a  surplus  <to  enjoy 
some  of  the  luxuries  when  we  visit  your  places  of  business. 

Are  you  assisting  us  to  a  condition  that  will  permit  us  to  do 
this?  Let  us  see — In  one  city  alone,  not  far  from  here,  the 
trust  and  non-union  factories  employ  close  on  to  8,000  women 
and  children  to  make  cigars. 

What  we  ask  you  to  consider  is,  how  much  will  your  busi- 
ness receive  from  the  meager  wages  of  these  women?  If  your 
patronage  is  to  help  in  the  process  of  eliminating  the  men  as 
workers  in  the  cigar  making  industry,  are  you  not  thereby  as- 
sisting in  your  own  eventual  destruction?  Is  it  not  better  for 
your  business  that  100  male  cigar  makers  should  share  75  per 
cent  of  the  profits  of  the  firm  and  have  a  surplus  to  spend  with 
you  than  100  female  workers  should  receive  less  than  50  per 
cent  of  the  profits  and  spend  nothing  with  you?  It  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  women  in  general  are  opposed  to  the  liquor 
dealers. 

Kindly  think  this  over. 
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Also  as  a  special  favor  note  the  number  of  non-union  made 
cigars  sold  by  the  liquor  dealers  of  this  city ;  why  not  favor  the 
sate  of  Chicago  made  Union  Label  cigars?  or  in  other  words, 
patronize  home  industry,  thereby  protecting  your  own  interests 
as  well  as  those  making  a  living  at  cigar  making  in  the  city  you 
are  doing  business  in,  then  the  wage  workers  in  return  can  say : 
The  Liquor  Dealers  are  fair  to  us,  we  will  aid  them  in  their 
fight  against  this  fanatical  move  of  Prohibition. 

Can  we  count  on  your  aid?  If  so,  then  don't  handle  the 
product  of  any  trust  made,  nor  unfair  firm.

Your  attention  and  consideration  of  the  following  resolution 
is  desired  and  expected : 

Whereas,  The  general  depression  of  trade  spreading  during 
the  last  year  all  over  the  country,  has  lately  been  aggravated  by 
an  attempt,  at  times  successful,  to  spread  local  option  and  prohi- 
bition laws;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  an  indisputable  fact  that  in  all  places  where 
local  option  and  prohibition  laws  were  enacted  thousands  of 
workingmen  and  women  who  were  earning  an  honest  and  a 
decent  livelihood  were  forced  out  of  employment  and  therefore 
increase  the  number  of  unemployed;  and 

Whereas,  Experience  has  demonstrated  that  local  option  and 
prohibition  laws  effect  no  moral  good,  but  on  the  contrary  foster 
and  compel  hypocrisy,  criminality,  political  degradation  and  the 
plying  of  graft ;  and 

Whereas,  These  thousands  of  laborers  formerly  engaged  in 
a  legalized  business,  are  deprived  of  the  means  of  earning  a  liv- 
ing and  therefore  forced  upon  an  already  over-crowded  labor 
market;  and 

Whereas,  The  immoral  influences  of  local  option  and  prohibi- 
tion laws  only  tend  to  seriously  affect  and  degrade  the  already 


restless  and  depressed  moral  conditions  of  the  suffering  classes 
above  mentioned ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  the  Liquor  Dealers  of  Chicago  and  vicin- 
ity in  convention  assembled  do  hereby  agree  to  do  all  in  our 
power  to  prevent  the  possible  adoption  of  such  laws  in  our  city 
and  vicinity ;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  in  return  for  aid  expected  from  those  who 
are  not  in  the  liquor  business,  we  will  demand  of,  and  instruct 
our  members  to  "push"  the  sale  of  goods  bearing  the  Union 
Label,  and  employ  Union  help  in  our  respective  places  of  busi- 
ness.

On  motion  of  Mr.  T.  Weyna,  duly  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  M. 
Scharling,  the  subject  matter  of  the  communications  was  refered 
to  the  District  Board,  with  full  power  to  act. 

The  following  resolution  was  presented  by  the  committee  on 
resolutions  and  unanimously  adopted: 

A  RESOLUTION. 

Whereas,  The  committee  appointed  by  the  District  Board  of 
the  District  of  Cook,  of  the  Liquor  Dealers'  Protective  Associa- 
tion, of  Illinois — in  conjunction  with  a  like  committee  appointed 
by  the  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Employes'  International  Alliance 
and  Bartenders'  International  League  of  America  in  convention 
assembled  at  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  May  10  to  i6th — in  conformity 
with  the  request  made  by  said  District  Board,  and 

Whereas,  The  above  committee  having  met  and  mapped  out 
a  plan  of  action  to  call  the  attention  of  the  affiliated  locals  of 
Liquor  Dealers  of  Cook  County  to  the  necessity  of  co-operation 
between  employer  and  employes ;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  convention  do  take  such  action  as  will 
continue, the  work  begun,  so  that  the  object  set  forth  by  this 
committee  may  be  realized,  and  to  that  end  we  respectfully  re- 
quest that  your  present  committee  be  continued  with  power  to 
carry  on  this  work;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  convention  places  itself  upon  record  as 
favoring  the  employment  of  union  labor  at  all  times,  and  request 
all  members  employing  bartenders,  cooks,  waiters  and  waitresses 
to  employ  members  of  the  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Employes'  In- 
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ternational  Alliance  and    Bartenders'    International    League    of 
America. 

.  Mr.  Henry  Von  Meeteren,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Constitution,  presented  a  report  recommending  some  minor 
changes  in  the  by-laws  governing  the  actions  of  the  District 
Board,  which  will  be  printed  and  distributed  to  the  members. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  E.  J.  Wooley,  duly  seconded  by  Mr.  V. 
Boker,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  to  National  President  Tim 
McDonough  for  his  very  able  address. 

"MUNICIPAL  ICE  PLANT." 

Under  the  head  of  New  Business,  Mr.  J.  W.  Maskell  ad- 
dressed the  convention  upon  .the  present  price  of  ice  and  that  now 
that  not  only  saloonkeepers  but  all  users  of  ice  were  at  the  mercy 
of  the  ice  trust,  who  could  raise  the  price  of  that  commodity  when- 
ever deemed  necessary.  The  price  of  ice  had  been  raised  from 
$2  per  ton  in  April  to  $4  per  ton,  and  after  July  ist  it  would  be 
raised  to  $5  per  ton. 

At  Washington,  D.  C,  there  is  another  ice  trust  and  when  the 
Government  advertised  for  tenders  for  ice  the  lowest  offer  was 
$4  per  ton  the  Government  put  in  an  ice  plant  of  its  own  and  now 
the  ice  is  costing  Uncle  Sam  70  cents  a  ton. 

Mr.  Maskell  moved,  duly  seconded  by  Mr.  Monoghan,  that  a 
committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  suitable  resolution  to  present 
to  the  city  council  asking  for  the  establishment  of  municipal  ice 
plants. 

The  chairman  appointed  Messrs.  J.  W.  Maskell,  John  J. 
Swenie  and  Jos.  A.  Smejkal  as  such  committee. 

ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS. 

The  next  order  of  business  being  the  election  officers..  On 
motion  of  Mr.  Henry  Von  Meeteren,  duly  seconded  by  Mr.  S. 
Wieklinski,  that  the  salaries  and  bonds  of  the  officers  be  the  same 
as  last  year.  Adopted. 

The  President  appointed  Messrs.  Charles  Siebert,  William 
Thomas  and  M.  J.  McCarthy  as  Judges  of  Election. 

President  Rohde  called  Vice  President  Rosensteil  tcr  the  chair. 

Nomination  for  President  being  in  order,  Mr.  Thomas  nomi- 
nated Mr.  Fred  Rohde.  The  nomination  was  -duly  seconded  by 
Mr.  George  W.  Perry.  There  'being  no  other  nomination,  on  mo- 
tion the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  one  ballot  for  Mr.  Rohde, 
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which  on  being  done,  that  genetleman  was  declared  re-elected 
District  President. 

Mr.  Rohde  was  introduced  to  the  convention  and  briefly  re- 
turned thanks  for  the  honor  bestowed  on  him  and  at  once  re- 
sumed the  chair. 

Nominations  for  Vice  President  being  called,  Mr.  George 
Click  nominated  Mr.  A.  M.  Rosentiel.  It  was  duly  seconded  by 
Mr.  Charles  Richter. 

There  being  no  other  nominations,  Mr.  Rosensteil  was  de- 
clared re-elected  Vice  President  in  due  form. 

Nominations  for  Secretary  being  in  order,  Mr.  John  W.  Mas- 
kell  nominated  Mr.  Richard  J.  Kissane.  The  nomination  was 
duly  seconded  by  Mr.  Wm.

Smejkel,  that  all  business  overlooked  by  this  convention  be  re- 
ferred to  the  District  Board  with  full  power  to  act. 

There  being  no  other  business  before  the  convention,  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  F.  A.  Busse,  duly  seconded  by  Mr.  Paul  Tabisch,  the 
convention  adjourned  sine  dine.

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"EXHIBIT  B." 

An  act  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  to  Indians, 
providing  penalties  therefor,  and  for  other  purposes. 

(Act  of  Jan.  30,  1897,  Ch.  109,  29  Stat.  L.  406,  Section 
2140,  Page  384.) 

GOVERNMENT  OF  INDIAN  COUNTRY. 

Section  i.  (Sale,  etc.,  of  intoxicating  liquors  further  pro- 
hibited— commitment  on  conviction).  That  any  person  who 
shall  sell,  give  away,  dispose  of,  exchange,  or  barter  any  malt, 
spiritous  or  vinous  liquors,  including  beer,  ale  and  wine,  or  any 
ardent  or  other  intoxicating  liquor  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  or 
any  essence,  extract,  bitters,  preparation,  compound,  composi- 
tion or  any  article  whatsoever,  under  any  name,  label,  or  brand 
which  produces  intoxication,  to  any  Indian  to  whom  an  allot- 
ment of  land  has  been  made  while  the  title  to  the  same  shall  be 
in  trust  by  the  Government,  to  any  Indian  a  ward  of  the 
Government  under  charge  of  any  Indian  superintendent  or 
agent,  or  any  Indian,  including  mixed  bloods,  over  whom  the 
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Government,  through  its  department,  exercises  guardianship, 
and  any  person  who  shall  introduce,  or  attempt  to  introduce, 
any  malt,  spiritous,  or  vinous  liquor,  including  beer,  ale  and 
wine,  or  any  ardent  or  intoxicating  liquor  of  any  kind  -whatso- 
ever, into  the  Indian  country,  which  term  shall  include  any  Indi- 
an allotment  while  the  title  to  the  same  shall  be  held  in  trust  by 
the  Government,  or  while  the  same  shall  remain  inalienable  by 
the  allottee  without  the  consent  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  60  days,  and  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  $100  for  the  first  offense  and  not  less  than 
$200  for  each  offense  thereafter;  providing,  however,  that  the 
person  convicted  shall  be  committed  until  fine  and  cost  are  paid. 
But  it  shall  be  a  sufficient  defense  to  any  charge  of  introducing 
or  attempting  to  introduce  ardent  spirits,  ale,  beer,  wine  or  'in- 
toxicating liquors  into  the  Indian  country  that  the  acts  charged 
were  done  under  authority,  in  writing,  from  the  War  Depart- 
ment or  any  officer  duly  authorized  thereunto  by  the  v .  ar  De- 
partment. (29  Stat.  L.  506.)

We  desire  to  draw  your  attention  to  a  few  important  things  that 
were  adopted  by  the  District  Convention,  that  is  for  your  best  interest 


FIRST — Every  Local  Association  in  Cook  County  has  its  num- 
ber. Look  at  the  heading  and  you  will  see  the  number  of  your  Local. 
"REMEMBER  IT." 


SECOND — It  is  not  desirable  to  encourage  the  Salvation  Army 
Lassies  to  solicit  funds  in  your  saloon.  They  marched  in  the  Prohi- 
bition Parade  last  September,  and  they  will  do  so  again  this  year. 
Kindly,  but  firmly,  TELL  THEM  TO  KEEP  OUT. 


CHRISTMAS  PRESENTS— On  the  suggestion  of  our  Board, 
many  members  refused  to  give  Christmas  Presents  to  their  customers 
last  year.  Some  thought  them  "CHEAP  SKATES,"  but  on  the 
whole,  those  who  tried  it  are  so  well  satisfied,  that  they  are  going  to 
try  it  again.  Their  experience  proves  to  them  that  they  have  saved 
money.  The  fellows  who  got  mad  because  they  got  no  presents  were 
not  the  'best  saloon  patrons.  We  would  therefore  urge  all  our  mem- 
bers to  refrain  from  giving  Christmas  presents  this  year,  and  thereby 
save  money  and  do  away  with  this  expensive  custom.  LET  US  ALL 
ACT  TOGETHER  IN  THE  MATTER. 


SELLING  LIQUOR  TO  INDIANS— is  very  expensive.  Only 
recently  one  of  our  members  was  fined  $100  and  sent  to  jail  for  30 
days  for  selling  two  glasses  of  'beer  to  an  Indian,  who  was  a  perman- 
ent resident  of  Chicago,  working  at  the  house  decorating  trade,  and 
married  to  a  white  woman.  It  is  a  violation  of  the  United  States  Law 
to  sell  to  an  Indian,  who  is  still  a  WARD  OF  THE  NATION.  Our 
National  Association  has  a  bill  before  Congress  making  this  law  effec- 
tive only  within  50  miles  of  an  Indian  Reservation.  In  the  meantime, 
be  careful  and  "NOT  SELL  TO  AN  INDIAN."

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as  much  more  as  possible.  It  is  the  President  of  this  League  that  told 
the  Distillers  and  Wholesalers  that  it  was  the  way  that  the  Saloon- 
keeper conducted  his  business  that  was  the  cause  of  the  Prohibition 
wave,  tirat  we  must  be  reformed,  and  he  was  going  to  do  it  by  the  same 
treatment  that  has  been  prescribed  for  the  negro  in  the  South — drive 
us  out  of  politics,  take  away  our  right  to  vote.  It  was  he  that  was  going 
to  help  Farwell  to  close  us  up  on  Sunday  a  year  ago  last  winter.  Now 
he  wants  us  to  endorse  him  as  a  body.  The  only  organization  that 
has  endorsed  his  methods  so  far  as  we  know  is  the  Illinois  Wholesale 
Liquor  Dealers'  Association.  This  we  should  remember. 

Our  National  Liquor  League,, at  its  last  Convention,  passed  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  while  heartily  pledging  ourselves  to  participate 
in  every  movement  designed  for  the  betterment  of  our  business,  we 
record  our  protest  against  the  propaganda  of  a  so-called  Model  Li- 
cense League,  for  the  reason  that  it's  activity  and  literature  tend  to 
increase  and  afford  ground  for  the  continuation  of  agitation,  thereby 
creating  unrest  and  stimulating  the  enemies  of  the  traffic  to  maintain 
perpetual  warfare  against  us.  We  can  point  to  no  good  results  ac- 
complished by  this  Model  License  League  in  the  furtherance  of  its 
platform  or  principles,  and  characterize  its  newspaper  campaign  of 
suggestion,  review  and  exploitation  as  barren  of  good  and  inimical  to 
the  industrv  as  a  whole. 


For  years  this  District  •  Board  has  been  prosecuting  restaurants 
and  other  places  for  selling  liquor  without  a  license.  If  you  know  of 
any  such  place  in  your  neighborhood,  get  positive  proof  and  take  it 
to  the  next  meeting  of  your  Association.  The  delegates  will  report  it 
to  us  and  we  will  see  that  the  city  prosecutes  them  at  once.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  city  loses  over  $800,000  a  year  by  these  places  and 
the  authorities  are  hot  on  their  trail. 


An  ordinance  was  recently  passed  by  the  City  Council  requiring 
a  license  fee  of  $20  for  all  who  manufactured  their  own  soda  water 
and  filled  their  own  siphons  and  also  to  comply  with  the  rules  of  the 
Health  Department. 

The  Resolutions  adopted  at  our  District  Convention  have  received 
the  hearty  approval  of  the  newspapers  throughot  the  country.  Every 
member  should  try  to  live  up  to  them  and  thereby  endeavor  to  im- 
prove the  standing  of  our  trade  with  the  general  public.  No  city  is 
safe  against  the  attacks  of  reformers.  Look  at  St.  Louis,  with  its 
immense  German  population,  closed  down  as  tight  as  a  drum  on  Sun- 
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days.  Remember  this,  and  try  and  live  up  to  these  rules  adopted  by 
your  District  Convention. 

The  duties  of  retail  liquor  dealers  are : 

To  obey  all  ordinances. 

To  refuse  to  sell  liquor  to  any  intoxicated  person,  or  to  any  known 
inebriate  or  minor. 

To  prohibit  the  serving  of  drinks  to  any  female,  to  be  drank  at 
any  public  'bar. 

To  prevent  gambling  for  money  in  any  and  all  forms  upon  the 
premises. 

To  so  conduct  your  place  of  business  that  your  neighbors  will 
feel  it  is  a  necessity,  instead  of  a  hindrance  to  the  neighborhood,  and 
to  respect  the  wishes  of  your  neighbors  in  every  possible  way. 

To  discontinue  the  unnecessary  display  of  beer  kegs  and  whisky 
barrels  in  front  of  your  place  of  business. 

To  discourage  the  use  of  cut  rate  and  unnecessary  signs  in  or 
about  your  place  of  business. 

To  discontinue  the  promiscuous  giving  of  Christmas  presents  in 
any  form  whatever  to  the  customers  of  your  place. 

To  look  to  the  deportment  of  your  employes  in  or  about  your 
place  of  'business  and  to  see  that  at  all  times  they  conduct  themselves 
properly,  and  never  appear  under  the  influence  of  liquor. 

To  stop  the  sale  of  5-cent  growlers,  and  limit  the  sale  of  beer  in 
buckets  to  residents  of  the  immediate  neighborhood ;  and  not  to  sell 
or  give  beer  in  a  bucket  to  promiscuous  persons  to  be  drank  upon  the 
streets. 

To  prevent  disorderly  conduct  and  indecent  language  in  or  about 
your  place  of  business,  as  well  as  the  loafing  of  disorderly  persons  in 
or  about  the  place. 

To  exclude  from  all  saloons  and  public  bars  all  indecent  pictures 
or  cardo,  and  to  discourage  the  use  of  indecent  pictures  or  labels  for 
advertising  purposes  by  the  makers  of,  or  dealers  in  liquors,  or  cigars, 
or  cigarettes,  or  other  goods,  that  are  handled  'by  saloons. 

To  regard  and  treat  all  fellow  liquor  dealers  who  violate  these 
rules  of  conduct  as  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  the  retail  liquor 
trade. 


THE  ICE  TRUST  is  charging  35c  per  100  Ibs.  for  ice  this  sum- 
mer. The  District  Board  has  petitioned  the  City  Council  to  establish 
Municipal  Ice  Plants.  The  Druggists  and  the  Butchers  and  Grocers' 
Associations  are  co-operating.  Now  is  the  time  to  prepare  for  next 
summer.  The  Liquor  Dealers  of  Newark,  N.  J.,  have  built  a  co-opera- 
tive ice  plant  and  are  manufacturing  ice  for  75  cent's  a  ton.  We  can 
do  the  same  if  all  our  members  will  co-operate. 


Don't  freeze  up  now  and  next  summer  when  the  Ice  Trust  sweats 
you  get  warm  under  the  collar.  Go  to  the  next  meeting  of  your  local 
and  talk  right  out  from  your  heart.  Now  is  the  time  for  action. 


Our  3Oth  annual  State  Convention  will  be  held  at  Springfield  on 
Sept.  21  and  22  next.  It  will  be  a  most  important  meeting,  and  we 
want  the  very  best  men  to  go  as  delegates  from  your  Association.  So 
be  sure  and  go  to  the  next  meeting  of  your  Local,  and  be  elected  a 
delegate.  The  meeting  will  be  of  great  interest,  and  you  will  learn 
of  the  great  benefit  that  this  Association  is  to  its  members.  You  can't 
learn  this  outside  of  these  conventions. 

State  Secretary,  M.  J.  McCarthy^  has  issued  the  following: 

"I  hope  and  trust  that  in  every  way  it  will  be  a  business  men's 
convention,  in  which  all  will  take  an  active  part  and  that  many  new 
ideas  that  will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  trade  at  large  will  be 
introduced,  fully  discussed  and  acted  upon  to  the  best  judgment  of 
all  the  delegates. 

"For  my  own  part,  I  propose  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following : 

"First — Providing  for  a  death  benefit  fund  not  to  exceed  the 
sum  of  ?i.ooo  to  be  given  to  the  widow  or  legal  heirs  of  a  de- 
ceased member. 

"Second — Providing  for  an  Indemnity  Fund  to  recompense  our 
members,  their  'bondsmen  or  owners  of  the  building  in  which  they  do 
business  against  any  damages  that  may  be  assessed  on  account  of 
alleged  violation  of  the  Dram  Shop  Act. 

"Third — The  establishment  of  a  Co-operative  Wholesale  Liquor 
Store  similar  to  those  in  New  York  and  other  cities,  where  we  can  buy 
our  liquor  at  first  cost. 

"I  desire  that  these  very  important  questions  will  be  taken  up  and 
fully  discussed  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  your  organization  and 
that  your  delegates  will  be  so  instructed,  that  they  can  ably  and  in- 
telligently express  to  the  Convention  the  views  of  your  members  on 
these  all  important  subjects.  In  a  'Multitude  of  Counsel  there  is 
wisdom.'  There  are  many  members  of  our  trade  who  can  express 
some  excellent  ideas  behind  their  own  bars,  but  seldom,  or  ever  come 
to  our  conventions,  and  express  them  before  their  fellow  members. 

"Should  any  of  your  members  suggest  any  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  or  desire  to  submit  any  special  resolutions,  request  them 
to  have  same  properly  prepared,  that  is,  have  them  in  writing  ready  to 
submit  to  the  proper  committees  at  the  opening  of  the  Convention. 

"I  am  very  anxious  that  at  your  next  meeting  all  such  right  think- 
ing members  should  be  urged  to  give  form  to  these  ideas  in  well 
drafted  resolutions,  which  should  be  given  to  your  delegates  with  full 
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knowledge  and  ability  to  explain  them  thoroughly  to  the  Convention. 
By  this  means  we  will  secure  new  ideas  from  the  rank  and  file  of  our 
members." 

We  trust  that  every  member  will  'be  deeply  interested  in  these 
questions,  and  that  you,  personally,  will  make  it  a  point  to  attend  the 
next  meeting  of  your  Local  and  go  with  us  to  Springfield.  The  Chi- 
cago delegates  will  leave  on  a  special  train  from  the  Union  Depot 
over  the  Chicago  &  Alton  R.  R.  at  1 130  p.  m.,  on  Monday,  Sept.  20, 
1909.  Delegates  free.  Regular  fare  for  friends  who  desire  to  go 
with  us  will  be  $5.55. 

If  the  number  of  your  place  of  business  has  changed,  don't  forget 
to  send  to  the  secretary  of  your  local  the  new  number. 


PAY  YOUR  DUES — The  payment  of  dues  is  always  in  order. 
See  that  you  keep  in  good  standing.  One  of  our  members  was  ar- 
rested for  selling  liquor  to  an  alleged  drunkard.  He  had  neglected  to 
pay  his  dues  for  six  months,  and  we  could  not,  in  justice  to  our  prompt 
paying  members  defend  him,  and  it  cost  him  $62.85.  IT  PAYS  TO 
PAY  YOUR  DUES  IN  ADVANCE.  You  may  be  caught  yourself. 
Pay  up. 

How  do  you  like  this  Bulletin  System?  If  you  -want  it  kept  up, 
go  to  the  next  meeting  of  your  Local,  and  say  so,  in  order  that  your 
delegates  to  the  District  Board  may  so  report.  Don't  fail  to  attend  the 
next  meeting  of  your  Local,  even  if  it  is  hot.
